Milburn House, Buffalo, Septem , 
Late tonight there was a slight scare at 
the Milburn residence caused by the pro- 
tracted visit of the consulting physicians, 
who remained almost two hours, and this 
was increased by the announcement in 
the official bulletin just after midnight 
that a slight irritation of the exterior 
wound, discovered only tonight, had ne- 
cessitated the opening of a few stitches 
of the wound. 

But the most positive assurances were 
given that the only effect might be to de- 
lay slightly the healing of the wound. The 
irritation was not in anyway the result 
even of a suggestion of blood poisoning. 
The physicians declared over their sig- 
natures that it could not result in com- 
plications. The opening of the wound 
was in no sense an operation. Several of 
the stitches were simply taken out, and 
after a thorough antiseptic washing of the 
inflamed tissue the wound was again 
sewed up. No anaesthetics were neces- 
sary. Considerable delay was caused by 
the fact that a certain dressing desired hy 


othe surgeons..was not in the house and 


it was necessary to send inthe city for 
it. The first time the messenger returned 
he did not have what was wanted, and 
he had to make another trip. 

After the bulletin was issued Secretary 
Cortelyou and Mr. Milburn came to the 
press tent to dispel any alarm that might 
have arisen with positive assurances of 
the unimportance of the incident. Secre- 
tary Cortelyou announced that there 
would not be another consultation until 
morning. After this all was quiet at the 
Milburn house. Dr. Rixey and Dr. Wasdin 
remained on duty throughout the night. 

Out of Danger, Says Doctors. 

The corps of eminent surgeons 
and physicians in attendance upon 
the wounded president today com- 
mitted themselves without reser- 
vation to the opinion that their patient 
was out of danger, and there were no 
complications threatening his life. They 
did not give assurance of his recovery 
collectively over their signatures in an 
official bulletin, but they went a long 
way toward it individually and separately 
during the day. Each of them, with the 
excéption of Dr. Rixey, who did not leave 
the Milburn residence, placed himself 
squarely on record, not privately to the 
friends of the pres?dent, but publicly 
through the agency of the press; that the 
danger point had passed, and that the 
president would survive the attempt upon 
his life. 

“Of course we will feel easier when a 
week has rassed,”’ said Dr. McBurney, 
the dean of the corps. “We would like 
to see every door locked and double lock- 
ed, but the danger from possib complt- 
cations is now very remote.”’ 

As an evidence of the supreme faith 
he holds, Dr. McBurney, after the morn- 
ing consultation, made a trip to Niagara 
Falis, and this evening meturned to New 
York. He could reach here again in ten 


“fours if the unexpected should happen 


and there should be a change for the 
worse. 

The little plece of lead in the muscles 
of the back is giving the physicians no 
concern whatever. Unless it should prove 
troublesome to the president later on, 
he will probably carry this grim souvenir 


of the anarchist with him to the end of.

The doctors say that, once encysted, it 


ean do no harm. The X-ray machine is 
ready for instant use, however, and if 
there is the slightest inflammation or 
pain in the vicinity of the bullet an oper- 
ation will be performed. 

Friends Are Leaving. 

The vice president, members of the 
cabinet, Senator Hanna and other dis- 
tinguished friends of the president who 
have remained here regard the physi- 
cians’ opinion today as practically con- 
clusive, and an exodus occurred, consid- 
ering their presence no longer necessary. 
Vice President Roosevelt left this even- 
ing for his home at Oyster Bay; Senator 
Hanna returned to Cleveland on business, 
to be gone two days, and Comptroller 


‘Dawes went back to Washington toni,ft. 


Abner McKinley, the president's brother, 
will remaig a few days longer, but his 
family have returned home, and Mrs. 
Duncan and several other relatives of the 
president have gone. Judge Day, long 
and closely associated with the president, 
returned to Canton this afternoon. The 
five members of the cabinet still here will 
remain a few days, rather as friends who 
have been intimately associated with the 
president for several years than as public 
officials. 

The president’s physicians have been 
impressed with his remarkable recupera- 
tive powers and the rapidity of his im- 
provement. Ordinarily an incision for 
such an operation as was performed upon 
the chief executive should heal within

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N ROOSEVELT’S WAKE 


NO GUARDS MAY TRAIL 


Milburn House, Buffalo, September 10.— 
Vice President Roosevelt left the city to- 
night at 9:50 o’clock for Oyster Bay, per- 
fectly confident that the president will re- 
cover. So confident was he, in fact, that 
when a question of doubt was put to him 
he answered it with a parry. He was 
asked: 

“Do you remember that President Gar- 
field progressed for ten days and that 
then, just when he was ready to get out, 
he collapsed and finally died?” 

Quick as thought the vice president an- 
swered: 

“Ah! But you forgot twenty years of 
modern surgery, of progress. From what 
I can learn also the Garfield wound was 
much more serious than the wound of 
President McKinley. I believe. that the 
president will recover, and I believe it so 
thoroughly that I leave here tonight.’’ 
_. Mr. Roosevelt. read with eagerness the 


early” dispatch from the, Milburn man- 


sion, telling of the président’s improve- 
ment. When he had finished he clapped 
his hands joyously and with tears in his 
eyes said to Mr. Wilcox, his host: 

“There! did not I tell you God would 
not let such a noble man die by an as- 
sassin’s bullet?’’ 

After breakfast Mr. Wilcox announced 
that the vice president had been urged, 
in view of the president’s improving con- 
dition, to utilize his last day in seeing 
some of the Pan-American exposition, 
notably the government building. The 
vice president ded@ined the invitation 
with some little vehemence. 

He said: 

“I do not believe, even though I am as- 
sured of-the president’s convalescence, 
that it would be entirely proper for me 
to take part in any or the festivities. I 
have studiously refrained from going out 


or being entertained during my visit and 
I will continue that policy until I leave. I 
came here absolutely as a matter of duty, 
both to the president and the people, and 
not for pleasure.”’ 

When the vice president stepped out to 
the sidewalk to go to the Milburn house 
a& secret service detective stepped up 
alongside of him. He turned around 
when he found the man following him 
and said: 

“I do not want you to follow me. I 
don’t need any one and I am not afraid.”’ 

Questioned as to the mode vf procedure 
regarding the assassin so far as the state 
was concerned he said: 

“I gee no need for the call of an ex- 
traordinary grand jury. The grand jury 
now in session, composed of American 
citizens, will undoubtedly take care of 
the would-Be assassin, and thé authori- 
ties of Erie county will, for county, state 
and national pride, make a vigorous 
prosecution. Unless Governor Odell is 
asked to interfere I see no need of his 
calling an extra term or deputizing an 
assistant attorney general to prosecute. '' 

Asked as to the enactment of legisla- 
tion against anarchists he said: 

“f have not thought much on the mat- 
ter. What has disturbed me has been to 
find a reason for even anarchists to at- 
tack a man like President McKinley. 
Here is the one country where they are 
allowed perfect freedom of speech. Here 
the ruler is a man descended irom 
farmer stock, self-made. Here is a man 
who has no fortune or no means other 
than that which he may manage to save 
out of his salary as president. Probably 
many a working man in the United 
States today has as large an amount of 
real estate as Mr. McKinley. In addition, 
he is a kindly disposed Christian gentle- 
man, and in every great emergency in 
which he could act he has been a friend 
of the common people. #Vhy should he 
be shot at then even by anarchists?”

little sooner. The president will be taken 
direct to Washington as soon as it is safe 
to move him. 

Within the sick room many: evidences 
of the president’s improvement were ap- 
parent. The president himself began to 
show confidence in his ability to care for 
himself, and from time to time he would 
carefully move himself anu gain a more 
restful position. Yesterday he took the 
precaution to ask if he might be  per- 
mitted to move, but today he changed his 
position of his own volition, without diffi- 
culty. The nurses naturally observed 
with care these evidences of growing 
strength and courage, and were ready 
to see that there was no undue tax on 
the president’s strength or the straining 
of the wound. These slight movements 
from side to side are all that he has at- 
tempted thus far, and it is too early yet 
to think of his sitting up in bed or of 
any other marked use of his muscles. 

To Resume Eating Today. 

A most important development of the 
day was the private determination reach- 
ed among those in charge .of the case 
that food should be administered to the 
patient tomorrow by the mouth. Not 
since the shooting has a morsel of food 
been given to the president by natural 
means, but the drain on his system has 
been met by dissolved foods adminis- 
tered by injection. There has been a 
period of four days of fasting from or- 
dinary means of nourishment and tomor- 
row will be the fifth day. | 

The importance of this feeding by the 
mouth is that it will restore the normal 
action of the stomach for the first time 
since that organ had both its walls 
pierced by a bullet. The doctors are sat- 
isfied that the time has come to renew 
these normal functions, and the four 
days which have elapsed since the wounds 
in the stomach were closed give every 
assurance that the sutures are sufficient- 
ly healed for nature to resume her sway. 

Although the house was fairly em- 
bowered with flowers today, sent as to- 
kens of sympathy and gratitude, none 
of the sweet scented blossoms were 
taken to the president’s chamber. The 
most rigid system of simplicity prevails 
there and sentiment is not allowed to 
qualify the stern requirements of the 
case. The only persons admitted to the 
sick room today other than the doctors 
and attendants were Mrs. McKinley and 
Secretary Cortelyou. 

Although the president has been pro- 
nounced out of danger no member of the 
cabinet has yet been within the sick room 
nor have the vice president or those 
closest to the confidence of the president, 
such as Senator Hanna and Judge Day, 
seen the president. But these restrictions 
established by the doctors are merely for 
the sake of encouraging every particle of 
energy in the patient and relatives and 
friends alike accept the rigorous policy as 
decidedly for the best. Secretary Cortel- 
you sees the president much as the doc- 
tors and nurses do. There is never a 
breath of business, public or private, and

Work of the Sutgeons. 


The departure of Dr. McBurney led 
to expressions of pleasure from those 
within the household that the delibera- 
tions of so many eminent doctors had 
been marked by complete. unantmity. 
There has been no division in the coun- 
cils at any time; each has loyally sec- 
onded the efforts of the others and all 
have joined in carrying out the masterly 
work done by Dr. Mann immediately fol- 
lowing the shooting. In referring to this 
today one of the president’s assistants 
who was present at the operation said 
Dr. Mann displayed his consummate skill 
and calmness by going about the opera- 
tion as if the patient was a child with a 
Slight complaint. And yet Dr. Mann has 
since told a friend that when he realized 
the duty before him, although he had 

erformed hundreds of operations. of 
aparotony, he would have sacrificed all 
he possessed to have escaped the respon- 
sibility of operating upon the president 
of the United States. 

The dramatic phase of the situation here 
is rapidly disappearing. Plans over- 
thrown by the assassin’s bullet are being 
restored and matters are rapidly assum- 
ing normal conditions. Indiana day at 
the exposition, set for Friday of this 
week, was indefinitely postponed when the 
president was shot, but the original pro- 
gramme was- restored today at the sug- 
gestion of Senator Fairbanks, who says 
this course would not have been thought 
of were there any doubt of the presi- 
dent’s recovery. The exposition has suf- 
fered severely in attendance since the 
tragedy and the managers are now organ- 
izing tor a great thanksgiving celebra- 
tion which they expect not only to prove 
a great card for the fair, but which 


‘they hope will be made a day for national 


rejoicing. 
Physicians in Consultation. 


The physicians arrived for the evening 
consultation at 9:30. Dr. McBurney was 
with them. While they were in the 
house Postmaster General Smith, Secre- 
tary Hitchcock and Secretary Wilson ar- 


rived. 

It was 11:20 when the physicians 
emerged from the house. They had been 
in consultation an hour and fifty minutes 
and announced to the waiting newspaper 
men that the president’s condition was 
ae in every important particu- 
ar. 

The length of the consultation had cre- 
ated some uneasiness and this was some- 
what increased when it was learned that 
Dr. McBurney, who had intended to leave 
for Stockbridge, Conn., at 11:20, had 
missed his train and had decided to re- 
main over until tomorrow night. But 
the doctor himself did all he could to 
dispel the idea that the change in his 
plans portended anything serious. In 
fact, he took occasion to announce as arf 
additional evidence of the improvement 
ef the patient that it had been decided 
to begin to give the president nourish- 
ment through the mouth tonight instead 
of waiting until tomorrow as had been 
intended. Beef extract had been pre- 
ferred, Dr. McBurney announced, and it 
was being administered as the physicians 
left.. The other physicians who listened 
to Dr. McBurney’s statement assented to 
it and then all entered an automobile 
and were whisked away. Immediately af- 
terwards a storm which had been gather- 
ing broke and for a few minutes the 
rain came down in torrents. '

Emme Goldman, Whose Words, 
Assassin Says, Inspired fim, 
Captured in Chicago, 


CZOLGOST TERMED FOOL 
BY “ANARCHIST QUEEN 


Denies That She Inspired Assassin 
or That Hhere Was a Plot. 
Styles McKinley Simply 
the Creature of Mark 

Hanna. 


Chicago, September 10.—Emma Gold- 
man, the “anarchist queen,’’ under whose 
red banner Leon Czolgosz claims he 
stands, whose words he claims fired his 
heart and his brain to attempt the as- 
sassination of the president, was arrested 
here shortly before noon today. She dis- 
claimed all but the slightest acquaintance 
with the president’s assailant; she denied 
absolutely that she or any anarchist she 
knew was implicated in any plot to kill 
the president. She said she believed Czol- 
gosz acted entirely on his own responsi- 
bility and that he never claimed to have 
been inspired by her, as he is quoted as 
affirming. 

The president, she averred with a yawn, 
was an insignificant being to her—a mere 
human atom, whose life or death were 
matters of supreme indifference to her or 
to- any anarchist. Czolgosz’s act was 
foolish, yet she declared it probably had 
its inspiration in the misery which the 
Pole had seen about him. Violence, she 
said, was not a tenet in the faith of the 
anarchist, and she had not advocated it 
in Cleveland, where Czolgosz has said he 
heard her, nor elsewhere, 

Miss Goldman arrived here Sunday 
morning from St. Louis. Her immun’,y 
from arrest while in the Missouri me- 
tropolis and up to today in Chicago af- 
forded her much amusement. She told in 
sentences punctuated with laughter of 
her capture today. 

In her conversation with reporters—and 
she talked with them at length twice 
during the day-—the excitement she was 
laboring under was suppressed, and only 
once did she break down completely. 
That was when Captain Schuettler led 
her from the office of Chief of Police 
O'Neil to the cab, which was waiting to 
convey her to the woman’s annex to the 
Harrison street police station. For a mo- 
ment she became a woman, pure and sim- 
ple, and cried. In a moment, however, 
this exhibition of distress was over, and 
when she put her foot on the step to 
mount into the carriage she was again 
Emma Goldman, the “high priestess of 
anarchy,” as she has been styled by her 
followers. 

Wants an Immediate Hearing. 

She said her purpose in coming here 
had been to assist three anarchists who 
were arrested here several days ago. She 
had intended to give herself up to the 
police, but delayed it for one reason and 
another until the police she had’ detided 
so much had taken the matter into their 
own hands. 

She was held on a warrant sworn out by 
Captain Colleran charging her with con- 
spiracy to murder the president. As co- 
conspirators were named the anarchists 
already in jail here. She will be taken be- 
fore a magistrate tomorrow. It is ex- 
pected that the city will ask for a con- 
‘'tinuance of the case, pending advices 
from Buffalo. 

‘I shall insist upon an immediate hear- 
ing,’’ she said, in speaking of the prob-

HE name of Leon Czol- 

gosz, the assassin of Pres- 

ident McKinley, is best 
pronounced by the uninitiated 
by recollecting how the Rus- 
sian always introduces a “t” 
into the pronunciation of the 
name of the czar. Thus the 
Russian says “t-zar.” In the 
case of Czolgosz one should say 
“Tschal-gotch,” with the “Il” 
faintly sdOunded and the sec- 
ond “t’” quite gull. The aver- 
age American, however, will get 
it as “Shawlgotch,” and that is 
about as correct as he can 
make it.

Czolgosz has been examined by 
F. S. Crego and Joseph Fowler, spe- 
cialists on mental disorder, who were 
called in by District Attorney Penny. 
They talked with and took a series of 
careful measurements of his head. It !s 
understood that they are convinced that 
he is perfectly sane: There has never 
been any doubt on the part of the police 
on the subject, but they wish to be 
fortified against such a plea in his defense 
when the case comes to trial. 

Alfonso Stutz, the German officer held 
in custody for three days on suspicion of 
complicity in tle attempt on the life of 
President McKinley, was released today. 
He says he will demand damages for 
false imprisonment. He asked for the 
German consul first and then for a Ger- 
man lawyer, and said that he would sue 
the authorities for $100,000. He said that 
he told the truth and produced his cre- 
dentials when first arrested, but the po- 
lice refused to believe him. 

Assassin a Pervert.

“Leon Czolgosz gave his father no end 
of trouble. The old folks were licking 
him with a strap all the time, but on the 
whole it did no good.

‘Leon, if I don’t Knock it out of you with 
a strap, you will swing some day.’ 

“Leon was a vicious boy. He used to 
abuse the horses if he was angry and he 
delighted in torturing animals arpund the 
When given a severe drubbing, he 
never cried.’’

REVIEW OF THE CHARGES 
MADE AGAINST ADMIRAL 


On Verdict of the Court Schley’s 
Fame Depends—Bureau of 
Navigation is Back of the 
the Fight Against 
the Admiral. 


Washington, September 10.—(Spectal.)< 
The Schley court of inquiry will begis 
work at 1 o’clock Thursday under the 
full dress regulations and with every feat: 
ure of the navy rules and tradition is 
force. 

Although the court of inquiry {s sup 
posed to be organized merely for the’pur 
pose of ascertaintng the facts, it is really 
a court before which the bureau of navtl 
gation, of which Captain Arrant Schuy 
ler Crowninshield is the head, will appeas 
for the purpose of trying to substantiate 
charges which have been formulated by 
himself, Admiral Sampson, Captalr 
French E. Chadwick, the commander of 
Sampson's flagship; Lieutenant H. H, 
Ward, Crowrinshield’s assistant, and one 
or two other officers who-have not; at- 
tained the prominence in this miserable 
affair that has been accorded to those al- 
ready mentioned. 

The precept, or order directing the con- 
vening of the court, amounts supbstantial- 
ly to an indictment of Admira] Schley, 
In issuing it, Secretary Long said: ‘The 
court will thoroughly inquire into all the 
circumstances bearing upon the subject 
of the investigation hereby ordered, and 
to this end, besides orally all proper wit- 
nesses whose attendance can be secured 
The points he has enumerated are a con- 
umentary evidence in relation thereto, on 
its files.” 

While the secretary relies upon the dis- 
cretion of the court to make its examina- 
tion into this matter full and complete 
as requested by Admiral Schley, he took 
the liberty in directing the convening otf 
the court to suggest the points upon 
which he desires svecial investixation. 
The points he has enumerated, ure a con- 
densation of the various charzes n.ade 
by the officers heretofore mentioned 
either in the form of official communica- 
tion. newspaper and magazine articles, 
or in public interviews. 


The First Charge. 


The first charge of any serious conse 
quence is mentioned in the second article 
of the precept. It relates to the move- 
ments of the flying squadron under com- 
mand of Commodort® Schley off Cienfue- 
gos during May, 1898. The substance of 
this charge is that he remained there 
after he had received orders to proceed 
with ‘all dispatch, but cautiously,” to 
Santiago. The so-called bureau of navi- 
gation clique in making comments upon 
his conduct off that Cuban port, generally 
failed to mention the fact that the so- 
called orders to go to Santiago made his 
going contingent upon the satisfaction ot 
himself that the Spanish fleet wus noc 
in that harbor. 

Schley’s friends declare that his appa- 
rent hesitancy in obeying that indefinite 
order is due to the fact that he had not 
been able to communicate with the Cu- 
ban insurgents, which inability arose from 
the fact that Admiral Sampson had fail- 
ed to communicate to Schley the code ofr 
signals agreed upon between himself and 
the Cuban insurgents. The iusurgents 
displayed signals evincing a desire to 
communicate with Sehley, but ne paid 
no attention to them until Captain Me- 
Calla, the commander of the Marblehead, 
arrived and told him their significance, 
Upon the receipte of thig knowledge, 
Schley placed himself in communication 
with the Cuban rebels and learned defi- 
nitely that Cervera's squadron was not 
there. Within six hours after the re- 
ceipt of the knowledge brought by Cap- 
tain McCalla, Schley was on his way to 
Santiago. The precept directs that the 
court inquire into the propriety of ‘he 
movements off the harbor of Cienfuegos. 

Another charge also mentioned tn the 
precept is that Schley was exceedingly 
slow in moving from Cienfuegos to San- 
tiago. He made not mueh more than six 
knots an hour, although his squadron 
was designated as one of the &ind that 
flies. Schley’s explanation is tuat he was 
hamperesnl by the old hulk of a coliier, 
afterwards brought into celebrity by the 
fact that Hobson sank her near the chan- 
ne] leading into Santiago harbor. He had 
no authority to abandon her or the Hawk, 
which, notwithstanding its name, was @ 
very slow ship. 


The Retrograde Turn Westward. 


The most important charge, <o impor- 
tant is it that two articles of the pre- 
cept are devoted to it, is that relating to 
Schley’s turn westward from Sartiago 
toward the Yucatan channel with the in- 
tention of passing through it to Key 
West, there to coal his vessels. Secre- 
tary Long desires the opinion of the court 
on this retrograde turn westward rnd de- 
parture from Santiago and the propriety 
thereof. He also desires to know “the 
circumstances attending and the reasons 
for the sence aden te Schley 
of the orders of the depanNment directing 
him to remain off Santiago and maintain 
a close blockade. It is upon this move- 
ment toward Key West that Admirai 
Sampson, one week after the hattle or 
Santiago and over five weeks after it was 
made, based his official report that Schley 
was guilty of reprehensible comluet and 
ought to have Béen courtmartialed, 

The answer of Admiral Schley wil] be, 
first, that the weather was too rough 
to coal his squadron from the collier 
‘Merrimac. Second, that the Merrimac 
was disabled. Third, that he was not at 
all certain. neither was the depuirtment 
that Cervera was in Santiago harbor. ™ 
fact, Captain Sigsbee reported.to Nim 
that he had been cruising around the vi- 
cinity of the mouth of the harbor for a 
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westward Instead of around 
Maysi at the eastern extremity of 


| because all the advice of the de-. 
partment which had reached him, as well 


as a long letter from Admiral Sampson, 
ed that the destination ef Cervera 
or Havana, at 


the munitions of war which he trought 
for the Spanish forces shut up in Hava- 
ha. He knew that Sampson was coming 
back from his fruitless trip to San Juan, 
Porto Rico, and would pass along the 
northeast of Cuba, so chat if Cervera de- 
cided to go, northward through the Mona 
passage he would fall in with Sampson 
somewhere southeast of the peninsula 
of Florida. If Cervera made a dash for 
Cienfuegos or Havana, either from Cu- 
racao, the place he had ween last defi- 
nitely located, or from Santiago, where 
Bampson knew he was supposed to be, 
the Spanish commander would fall in 
with Schley’s squadron and in either 
event the enemy would not escape with- 
out a decisive action. 


On this westward movement is pasea| 


the charge of disobedience of o7cers. 
There is a dispute as to the vhraseology 
of the communication sent by Schley on 
which this charge_is based. The dcepart- 
ment says he wired: “Regret orders 0 
department cannot be obeyed; must go 
to Key West for coal.’ Schley says he 
telegraphed, ‘“Much to be regretted, or- 
ders of department cannot be obeyed. 
Have striven earnestly. Must go to Key 
West. for Coal.” 


ns: What Schley May Claim. 


The friends of Schley, while not ad- 
mitting this to be a fact, point to two 


* reasons as-.a justification for the inten- 


tion of their friend to proceed to Key 
West. The first is that while there may 
have béen a supply for ten days of block- 
ade duty, such a supply would not last 
for one day under conditions which pre- 
vail in battle, when forced draught is a 
necessity. The second is that the chances 
were for fouler weather instead of bet- 
ter. Inasmuch as the Merrimac was, at 
best, a useless hulk, and now that she 
was disabled, she was worse than use- 
less, they contend that the question of 
coal was a pressing necessity which 
Schley could not disregard. The court, 
however, must decide whether the supply 
was adequate. 

The detractors of Schley claim that he 
stood five and six miles off with his 
battleships in firing at the Colon and the 
Shore defenses of Santiago. Of course, 
there is a dispute as to the distance of 
the ranges, but Schley has a better de- 
fense than that. One of the positive 
orders of Secretary Long was to the 
‘effect that no commander was to risk dis- 
ablemeént of any of his fighting ships by 
Bending them to bombard shore batteries 
at Havana, Cienfuegos %r Santiago until 
after the Spanish fleet had been captured 


‘or Gestroyed. 


The insinuation is that Schley was a 
coward, and that he was afraid to get 
into a fight. This does not harmonize 
with the views attrfSuted to Admiral 
Howison in the Boston interview which 
has been the basis of Schley’s interroga- 
tion as to his competency. Howison is 
reported to have said that Schley was 
hot-headed and not cautious enough. 

Still another Charge is that he with- 
Grew the flying squadron from the mouth 
ef Santiago harbor to a distance of from 
twenty to twenty-five miles. The insinu- 
ation back of this charge is that he was 
afraid of the Spanish squadron and gave 
{t every opportunity to escape rather 
than run the risk of an engagement at 
night. 

Captain James Parker, one of the law- 
yers for Schley. has copied extracts from 
the log of the Iowa, the Massachusetts 
and ghe Texas showing that the -"uadronh 
was never more than four miles from the 
mouth of the harbor at night. These 
extracts also show that the ships kept 
up a ceaseless vigil by steaming back and 
forth past the entrance. 


Where Was the Brooklyn? 


The ninth article of the precept di- 
rects the court to establish the position 
of the Brooklyn on the morning of the 
battle, the circumstances attending. the 
reasons for, and the incidents resulting 
from the turning of the Brooklyn in the 
direction in which she turned at or about 
the beginning of the action, and the pos- 
sibility of thereby colliding with or en- 
dangering any other of the vessels of 
the American fleet and the propriety of 
Commodore Schley’s conduct in the prem- 
fses. This is the article which will re- 
sult in the investigation of the now more 
or less celebrated loop. Great surprise 
Was exnressed when the precept was is- 
Sued that any referénce should be made 
‘to this incident of the fight. It has 


‘Been so clearly shown since the discus- ; 


gion of this tactical mode was begun 
that it was absolutely necessary for 
Schley to turn one way or the other if 
he desired to avoid a collision. According 
éven to the maps made by the enemies 
of Schley, the Brooklyn was headed 
riortheast while the other American ships 
were headed northwest. The Spanish 
ships were headed south and just before 
the battle began in earnest they headed 
west. If Schley had continued on the 
course in which he was steaming when 
the Spanish vessels were first seen coming 
out, he would have collided either with 
the Viscaya or with the Texas. 

lieutenant H. H. Ward is the man who 
made the discovery that this loop was 
stich a terrible thing. He has never yet 
undertaken to explain how Schley was to 
have continued in the chase westward if 
he had not’ made the turn. Neither has 
he explained how, if Schley haa turned 
the other way, he would have avoided 
presenting the full length of the Brooklyn 
as a target for the heaviest guns of the 
whole Spanish squadron. If Schley ha? 
made the turn as Ward seems to think 
he sh@ld have he would have been un- 
able to use the 8-inch guns of the Brook- 
jJyn for more than a small fraction of the 
timed used in the execution of the move- 
ment. The best possible refutation of the 
charge of turning tail is found in the 
fact that thé Brooklyn sustained 658 per 
cent of the damage inflicted upon the 
American squadron and accomplished 54 
per cent of all the damage that was done 
to the Spanish vessels. 


Heilner vs. Hodgson. 


The enemies of Schley think they have 
pomething against his honor in the alle- 
gation that he said, ‘Damn the Texas; 
let her look out for herself,’’ in answer 
to a remonstrance supposed to have been 
made by Lieutenant Commander Albion 
C. Hodgson, who apparently thought that 
a turn to the right by the Brooklyn would 
résult in that vessel ramming the Texas. 
Hodgson and Commander Heilner have 
had a controversy of their own with re- 
gard to this alleged colloquy on the 
bridge of he Brooklyn. This colloquy 
has been dignified by the fact that Secre- 
tary Long thought it worth while to de- 
Yote an entire article of the prectpt to 
it. He intends that not only shall the 
colloquy, but the controversy between 
Commander Heliner and Lieutenant Com- 
mander Hodgson shall be inquired into. 
‘8o0 much for the charges and Schley’s 
probable ground of defense. There is no 
question but that the inquiry will de- 
velop a great many things not contended

Resulted from Paralysis of Hear 
in New York, 
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HE WAS AT HOSPITAL THERE 


Deceased Was'One of the Best-Known 
Physicians in Georgia—Presi- 
dent of Georgia State Med- 
ical Association Several 
Times. 


Macon, Ga., September 10.—(Special.)— 
The people of Macon were shocked and 
distressed today to hear of the sudden 
death of Dr. William F. Holt, of this 
city, Which occurred suddenly this morn- 
ing in New York city at a hospital. The 
first information came in a telegram from 
Congressman Bartlett, of Macon, which 


was as follows: 

“New York, September 10.—A. T. Holt, 
Macon, Ga.—Dr. Holt died suddenly this 
morning at the hospital here. His daugh- 
ter has been notified to come here. Jac- 
ques, Dr. Anderson and myself will look 
after all arrangements. (Signed) 

“C. L. BARTLETT, Victoria Hotel.’ 

Dr. Holt had been spending several 
weeks at Saratoga, as was his yearly cus- 
tom, and went to New York yesterday, 
and as he was not feeling very well, de- 
cided to go to a private hospital last 
night. This morning while a nurse was 
bathing his face he was stricken with 
paralysis of the heart and fell forward 
dead. 

The remains will be brought to Macon 
for burial and are expected to reach here 


Ida, and son, .:.liam, his only children) 
are at Tate Spring, .enn., and have been 
notified of their father’s death and will 
reach Macon tomorrow. The wife of Dr. 
Holt died several years ago. 

The deceased was one of Macon’s lead- 
ing physicians and well beloved citizens. 
He had a large and lucrative practice. 
He stood high in the medical profession 
of Georgia. 

Dr. William F. Holt was born near Hol- 
ton, in Bibb county, Georgia, August 23, 
1836. He attended the common schools of 
the county, and afterwards he entered 
the University of Georgia at Athens, and 
graduated at the youthful age of 20 years 
in 1854. 

After graduating at Athens he attended 
the Jefferson medical college in Phila- 
delphia and graduated at the age of 21 
years. After his graduation he returned 
to Macon, when he immediately com- 
menced to practice his professién, and 
has continued its practice in this city 
with the exception of the time he served 
in the war as a physician in the Georgia 
militia. 

He was elected president of the Geor- 
gia State Medical Association in 1882 and 
has served in that capacity several times 
since. 

In. 1890 he was elected delegate from the 
American Dental Association to the In- 
ternational Medical Association which 
met in Paris during that year, 

He was a member of the board of edu- 
cation for ten years, physician for the 
Academy of the Blind for twenty-three 
years, chairman of the board of directors 
of the city hospital since its organization, 
and was physician for the Methodist or- 
phans’ home for twenty-five years. He 
was a prominent member of the St. Omer 
Commandery Knights Templars No. 2. 

Yn 1858 he was married to Miss Mattie 
Napier, of this county, and four children 
were born unto them, three sons and one 


daughter.

MATTER OF CREDIT A REASON 


Merchants and Manufacturers 
United States Indifferent to 
Central and South American 

Trade Needs—Ignore 
Local Conditions.

Savannah, Ga., September 10.—(Spe- 
cial.)—In view of his acquaintance with 
South and Central American conditions 
and in view of the agitation of the ques- 
tion of extending the trade of the United 
States to those countries, E. H. Hinton, 
traffic manager of the Central of Georgia 
railway, was asked yesterday to give the 
reasons, as he sees them, why this coun- 
try does not enjoy a greater share of the 
business; Mr. Hinton said: , 

‘In the spring of 1896, at the request of 
the Panama Railroad Company, I made 
a trip to the Isthmus of Panama, where, 
after familiarizing mysélf with the physi- 
cal~conditions of the prop&arty in a gen- 
eral way, I sailed for San Francisco from. 
Panama, with instructions to land at all 
the principal ports of call and collect all 
the information possible in regard to the 
trade conditions. The Panama Railroad 
Company was operating its own fleet of 
steamers, under the United States flag, 
and was, therefore, interested in develop- 
ing all the business it possibly could be- 
tween the United States and the Central 
American and Mexican republics, and es- 
pecially between New York and the Pa- 
cific ports of those countries. 

“I made stops and talked with the mer- 
chants, customs officials and others at 
Puntarenas, the port for San Jose de 
Costa Rica, the capital, which is reach- 
ed by a little road about 20 miles long; 
La Libertaa, in San Salvador: the port 
La Libertad, in San Salvador; Champeri- 
co, San Jose de Guatemala, where I 
made a 72-mile journey inland to Guate- 
mala City by a first class railroad owned 
by that genius of railroad construction, 
C. P. Huntington; Acapulco, Mexico, and 
one or two other points. I found two im- 
portant factors operating against the in- 
crease of trade with the United States. 

Two Important Factors. 

First, the apparent indifference of the 
merchants and manufacturers in the 
United States to the needs of the trade 
and @ disposition to ignore peculiar local 
—, Second, the question of cred- 
ts. 

“The Germans do—or at that time did—a 
large part of the business, the British 
coming next. These people have repre- 
sentatives in the republics studying the 
wants of the people, and they cater to 
them by manufacturing what is wanted. 
The American, on the other hand, has 
been prone to think that what is good 
enough for his home trade is good enough 
for anybody. 

“The peculiar local conditions are that 
the country is poorly supplied with rail- 
roads on account of the almost insupera- 
ble obstacles in the way of railroad con- 
struction incident to the mountainous 
character of the country. Goods have to 
be distributed by muleback and are car- 
ried over the mountains (the Cordilleras, 
as they call them), The tropical rains are 
exceedingly heavy at times, and it is not 
uncommon for pack trains to be caught in 
these heavy downpours. 

“It follows, therefore, that not only 
must the goods be put up in uniform 
packages of about 100 pounds each, so 
that two packages may be loaded com- 
fortably on one mule, but it is also neces- 
sary that they should be water-tight. The 
German and the English pack the goods 
Which they ship to Central and South 
American countries with great care. 

“I recall a shipment of hardware and 
cutlery which, in being discharged from 
a foreign vessel at Colon, fell overboard. 
It was fished out with all the speed that 
the climate and the natural indolence of a 
‘Jamaica nigger’ would admit of, but the 
water was deep and it was some little 
time before it was landed on the dock. 
The package was opened (no small under- 
taking in itself, on account of the great 
care With which it had been nailed), and 
to the astonishment of every one the con- 
tents were as dry as a powder horn. 
The shipment had been wrapped in ordi- 
nary wrapping paper and around this sev- 
eral layers of oil paper had been care- 
fully folded before putting in the ship- 
ping case. The ordinary packing of the 
American is flimsy in comparison with 
the packing done for this trade by both 
the Germans and the English. and had 
the shipment I refer to been ah American 
shipment in all probability it would have 
been ruined. 


Americans Pack Flimsily. 


“I was told by a large shipper at 
Guatemala City that he attended the Pan- 
American congress, which was engineered 
by Secretary Blaine, and as he returned 
home filled with a fraternal desire to ce- 
ment business relations between the sis- 
ter republics he determined that the first 
large order which it was necessary for 
him to send in would be placed with a 
United States firm. His first needs hap- 
pened to be an unusually large order for 
hardware. He said to me that he wrote 
to the firm from which he ordered the 
goods, explaining how each p&Ackage 
should be put up, why it was necessary 
to have it in 10-pound packages, why 
it was necessary to take care to provide 
against tropical rains, and giving all of 
the detailed infd@rmation which would 
enable them to ship in the shape to 
suit his trade. Said he: 

‘Notwithstanding my spécific direc- 
tions and notwithstanding my trouble to 
explain at great length the local condi- 
tions which made my request necessary, 
details which I never found it necessary 
to enter into in ordering from a German 
or English house, would you believe it 
that not one of my requests Was tom- 
plied with in the slightest particular? 
The shipments came forwafd in immense 
packing casés, put up in the average 
filmsy American style, and without any 
aitempt to protect the contents from 
rain. I had to unpack the entire ship- 
ment and put it yp in packages suitable 
for a pack tfain. I did not send my next 
order to a merchant in the United States.’ 

“I refer to this incident because it is 
typical, and while there might have been 
variations as to the minor details, the 
salient features in this particular case 
were borne out by what was told me by 
others. 


Foreigners Sell on Long Time. 


“With regard to credits, the English, 
and especially the Germans, are willing 
to sell on long time, while the American 
usually wants cash or ninety days. It is 
my conviction that if the Panama rail- 
road were to double its fleet tomorrow it 
would not materially increase its trade 
between New York and Central American 
reptblics, if the conditions are the same 
as they were when I. had occasion to 
investigate them.”’

Speaks to Confederates at Effingham 
County Reunion. 


NO ALLUSION TO CAMPAIGN. 


Says He Does Not Like the Name 
of New South—He Pays an 
Eloquent Tribute to 
President Mc- 

Kinley. 


Savannah, Ga., September 10.—(Special.) 
The Confederate Veterans of Effingham 
county gathered today at Springfield and 
the reunion was heartily enjoyed by all 


who attended. 

There weré more than two hundred vet- 
erans in attendance, a number of them 
having come from a distance to reunite 
with their old friends and comrades. At 
about. noon the veterans of the county 
and visiting comradés were formed in line 
under command of Major J. Brewer, and 
under escort of the Effingham Hussars, 
commanded by Captain C. F. Berry, and 
marched through the town, Captain J. D. 
Groover being chief marshal, with Captain 
James Bird as assistant. 

With the marshals mounted were Colo- 
nel J. H. Estill, Major L. L. Elkins and 
others. Upon the conclusion of the pa- 
rade, Colonel Estill spoke in part as fol- 
lows: 

“A third of a century has passed since 
that struggle for independence closed and, 
in spite of the ravages of war and the 
succeeding years of outrages by political 
adventurers, the south is today enjoying 
the blessings of peace and plenty, Its vet- 
erans have forgiven and are trying to for- 
get. Their reunions are not to Mourn over 
the past, but to commemorate the gallant 
déeds and patriotic sacrifices of American 
soldiers battling for what they thought 
was right. 

“If woman's tears and woman's prayers 
could have brought success it would have 
been ours; if hardships, suffering and 
valor of soldiers could have commanded 
success, it would have been ours. But it 
was destined that the south should be a 
part of a new union. 

“I do not like the name of the new 
south, but there is a new south, and there 
is a new north. There is a new nation 
so strong and mighty that it seems des- 
tined to carry the ideas of a ‘government 
of the people, by the people and for the 
people’ to the farthest ends of the earth. 

“Confederate and union veterans and 
their sons have ‘lined up’ in battle against 
a foreign foe, marching together in solid 
ranks of blue and under the starry flag. 
Young men of Effingham, don’t think that 
you are not as good men as your sires 
and grandsires who wore the gray. You 
have advantages that they had not; you 
live in an age of wonders and of great 
possibilities; you are free citizens of the 
greatest nation on the face of the globe. 
With the advantages, much is expected 
of you, and you should ‘line up’ better 
than your forebears. 

“The president of our great republic, 
whose sufferings at the hand of a would- 
be assassin, and who has the sympathy of 
a united and patriotic people, is justly 
entitled to the credit of the era of good 
feeling which exists throughout the land. 
He placed southern soldiers in the front 
in the Spanish war. General Wheeler, of 
whose cavalry division the Effiigham 
Hussars were a part, who kept Sherman 
within narrow bounds during his march to 
the sea, was given high rank in the army 
of the new north and south, and General 
Lee, another confederate soldier, seemed 
to have been the favorite of McKinley. 

“We are proud of our country and its 
great future 1s the heritage of its young 
men. Let me repeat, in closing, these 
famous words of that great Georgian who 
has passed away: ‘We are.in our father’s

“have waged such bitter warfare against 
the labor interests that said labor in- 
terests were retaliating at every point by 
influencing shipping over other lines and 
assisting as much as possible in securing 
lawsuits against the Santa Fe. As a re- 
sult of this the incognito stockholder will 
urge that there be a change made in the 
officials of the Texas system.

LUCY PARSONS 
QUITS ANARCHY 


She Declares That She is 
Glad That President Mc- 
Kinley Will Recover. 


SHE THINKS ASSASSIN 
UNDOUBTEDLY CRAZY 


No Sane Person, She Says, Would 
Attack the Head of This Re- 
public — The Trusts Are 
Working the Harm, 

She Says. 


Chicago, September 10.—‘‘Should old ac- 
quaintances be forgot?’’ Lucy Parsons 
does not think they should. 

When found by a representative of the 
Associated Press this afternoon Mrs. Par- 
sons was engaged in the garden of her 
cottage in North Troy street, contentedly 
feeding a number of chickens. When their 
wants had been attended to she climbed 
to her apartments on the second floor and 
composedly read the story of the arrest of 
Emma Goldman. - 

‘I met Miss Goldman,” she said, ‘‘while 
on a lecture tour. That was at Philadel- 
phia in 1887.” 

Mrs. Parsons is the widow of Albert R. 
Parsons, who was convicted of complicity 
in the conspiracy which had its culmina- 

ion in the Haymarket riots in Chicago, 
and was hanged therefor. 

Mrs. Parsons declared, however, that 
for several years she had held aloof from 
the active circles of anarchy and as an 
evidence of her sincerity, expressed the 
greatest pleasure when told that Presi- 
dent McKinley undoubtedly will survive. 

‘I have known the Isaaks,’’ admitted 
Mrs. Parsons. ‘‘They came here from the 
Pacific coast in January and I have called 
at their home in Carroll avenue many 
times. I have not seen any of the family 
for several days.” 

Believes Assassin Insane. 

Despite this statement, Mrs. Parsons 
displayed, after afew moments’ hunt, the 
latest copy of Free Society, the editorial 
columns of which were filled with glorifi- 
cation of Bresci and his crime, in the 
killing of King Humbert of Italy, the first 
anniversary of which has just been cele- 
brated by anarchists, 

Mrs. Parsons declared that Czolgosz 
was undeniably a lunatic. 

“No person of sound intellect,” she said, 
“woulaé assail the head of this republic. 
With only a few years to occupy the posi- 
tion of president, what good could come 
of the attempted assassination? The 
president is the chief executive through 
popular choice, and in view of the limit- 
ed power conferred. upon him, no person 
of sound judgment could dream of bene- 
fiting mankind by attempting to bring 
about his death. It could have been the 
deed only of a lunatic. I have never met 
Czolgosz. He was, I am sure, connected 
in no way with the persons under arrest 
in this city. It is true, however, on the 
face of the statements that he had visit- 
ed Chicago and was acquainted with the 
Isaaks. But he was not supplied with 
funds by them, nor was he urged to do 
the shooting by any person connected 
with the circle in Chicago. 

Must Go After Trusts. 

“What could be gained by the wanton 
shooting of the president? Nothing. lt 
is the trusts—the heads of the trusts, 
with whom we should now contend. The 
trusts and those persons who control the 
necessities of life are the. ones against 
whom the energies of all classes must be 
focused. Every article of food—the neces- 
sities of life, are becoming so dear as io 
be beyond the reach of common people, 
Such a state of affairs cannot continue. 
Everything I wish to purchase for the 
household has doubled in price and its 
increase in value is chiefly due to the 
manipulation of prices by combinations 
of capital. But with this the president 
of this grand nation has nothing what- 
ever to do. Therefore, I say, Czolgosz, in 
his mad crime, acted not as the agent of 
any organized circle of enemies of the 
government, but strictly on his fevered 
imagination. 

“What can I say abut my relations 
with the Isaaks? Nothing. They are in 
the hands of the ‘enemy.’ I do not see 
how they can even be extradited. They 
have committed no crime. But while they 
are in the hands of the police they are in 
the hands of the enemy.’’

ability of a postponement being asked for 
by the city prosecutor. 

“They want me to go to New York 
without requisition papers, but I will not 
g0; 1 know the legal ropes and I'll] make 
them fight every step. And I’m not afraid 
to go at that.”’ 

When Captain Schuettler and Detective 
Hertz discovered her at the home of one 
Norris, at 303 Sheffield avenue, she denied 
her identity. 

‘‘Hello, Miss Goldman,” said the cap- 
tain as he entered the parlor. 

‘“‘Are you glad to see me?”’ 

“I am not Miss Goldman. I’m a Swedish 
woman and my name is Lena Larson,”’ 
answered the anarchist, endeavoring to 
imitate a Swedish dialect. 

“All right; I speak Swedish myself,’ 
said the police officer as he poured out a 
few questions in the Norse tongue. 

Miss Goldman did not answer him, af- 
fecting to misunderstand. 

Detective Hertz, meanwhile, had dis- 
covered a _ penholder with the name 
‘Emma Goldman” graved on it. 

‘“‘What does this n?’ asked Captain 
Schvettler, holding up the inscribed holdcr. 

“It means that the game is up,” she 
said. She then admitted her identity ful- 
ly and accompanied the officers. The 
woman was hurried to the police chief's 
office. 

She said her purpose in coming here 
has been to assist the anarchists who 
were arrested here several days ago. She 
had intended to give herself up to the po- 
lice, but delayed it, for ne reason and 
for another, until the police she had de- 
rided so much had taken the matter in 
their own hands. 

She Thought, ‘‘Oh, the Fool.” 

“What did you think when you heard 
that an attempt to kill the presidént hau 
been made?’ the woman was asked. 

With a wave of her hands and unother 
shrue of the shoulders she answered dis- 
dainfvily: 

“I though, ‘Oh, the fool.’ ”’ 

The prisoner's manner had heen grow- 
ing more and more excited, although she 
made an evident effort to control her- 
self. In this she finally succeeded and 
launched into a discourse of the teach- 
ings of anarchy. 

She declared that anarchy did not teach | 
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men to do the act which has made Czol- 
808z despised and hated the world over. 

‘We work aguinst the system and edu- 
cation is our watchword,’ she said. 

“It was early last July when I came 
to Chicago to visit the Isaak family,’ 
she continued in answer to interrogations 
conecring here whereabouts recently. 
“On the night of July 12 Isaaks was out 
of the house. The bell rang and I went 
to the door. The man, who I learn 
through the newspapers was (zolgcsz. 
was there. He wanted to see me. I was 
about to catch the Nickel Plate train, as 
I and Mr. Isaaks’ daughter were abvut to 
£0 to Rochester. He went alone to the 
Rock Island depot, where he met us, 
but I was so busy taking leave of my 
friends that I scarcely noticed him. It 
was not a time when one would want to 
make new friends. At the depot I hae 
the few words with him of which I havé 

‘told. That was all there ever was be- 
tween us.”’ 

“I am an anarchist—a student of so- 
clalism; but nothing in anything 1 ever 
said to Leon Czolgosz knowingly would 
have led him to do the act which startled 
everybody Friday.”’ 

“Not even in your lectures? He says 
your words set his brains on fire,’ asked 
the interviewer. 

“Am I accountable because some crack- 
brained person put a wrong construction 
on my words? Leon Czolgosz, I am con- 
vinced, planned the deed unaided and en- 
tirely alone. There is no anarchist ring 
which would help him. There may be 
Anarchists who would murder, but there 
also are men in every walk of life who 
sometimes feel the impulse to kill. I do 
not know surely, but I think Czolgosz 
was one of those down-trodden men who 
real‘ze the misery which the rich inflict 
upon the poor; who think of it, who 
brood over it and then, in despair, re- 
solve to strike a great blow, as’ they 
think, for the good of their fellow men. 
But that is not anarchy. Czolgosz (the 
woman pronounced the name with the 
greatest ease)—Czolgosz may have been 
inspired by me, but, if he was, he took 
the wrong way of showing it.”’ 


How She Was Dressed. 
The anarchistic lecturer wore a white 


cheviot skirt, patent leather boots and 
a straw hat encircled by a dotted veil. 
She took a chair in the middle of the room 
and faced the little group of inquisitors 
with an ain of confidence. Beside her 
sat Captain Schuettler, broad-shoulder- 
ed and quiet. In front of her were the 
chief of police and Mayor Harrison, Cap- 
tain Colleran stood back in a corner with 
Fire Chief ‘Musham, 

When the interview was over Captain 
Colleran, chief of detectives, served 4a 
warrant on Miss Goldman charging her 
with conspiracy to murder the president. 
The warrant was sworn to by Captain 
Colleran. It gives as her co-conspirators 
Abraham Izaaks, Maurice Isaaks, Clem- 
ence Pfeutzer, Hippolyte Havel, Henry 
Travaglio, Alfred Schneider, Julia Meich- 
ame, Marie Isaaks and Marie Isaaks, Jr. 
All but Miss Goldman was arrested some 
days ago. The women were allowed to 
go, but the men were held without ball 
and are now in jail. 

Miss Goldman was interviewed at the 
police station by an Associated Press rep- 
resentative, and a stenographic report 
taken. Miss Goldman said:

that 1 would come Sunday if I got 
through with my business on Saturday, 
and, if so, I would telegraph them the 
hour of my arrival. I also said that if 
I did not come on Sunday I would sure- 
ly come on Monday or Tuesday. Those 
letters they must have seen at 515 Car- 
roll avenue.” 

Attacks Police and Hanna. 

‘What do you think of your own ar- 
rest?’ she was asked. 

“If 1 told you,” she replied, ‘It would 
look somewhat conceited, and I certainly 
would not like to be guilty of that. Not 
only my arrest, but the others smack of 
the Haymarket. The police are very 
much in disrepute all over the country, 
and they wish to do something to clear 
themselves. They are trying to make it 
an anarchist plot; if they wish to make 
up a case, they may succeed.”’ : 

Referring to the attempt on the life 
of the president, Miss Goldman said: 

“It is a dirty trick to charge in the 
newspaper reports that it was the resuit 
of an anarchist plot. Mark Hanna has 
been the ruler of ‘this country, not Mc- 
Kinley. McKinley has been the most in- 
significant ruler that this country has 
ever had. He has neither wit nor intelli- 
gence, but has been a tool in the hands 
of Mark Hanna. Other presidents have 
had a heart, or something, but this poor 
fellow—God forgive him, since he knows 
nothing—is a tool in the hands of the 
wealthy, and it seems very remarkable 
for Mark Hanna to say that he was noti- 
fied of a plot for his assassination. |] 
think McKinley too insignificant for such 
a thing.”’ ’ 

“What man in the United States, in 
your opinion, is of sufficient prominence 
to warrant such a plot?’ she was asked. 

‘; am not in a position to say,’’ replied 
Miss Goldman, ‘‘who ought to be killed. 
The monopolists and the wealthy of this 
country are responsible for the existence 
of a Czolgosz. If imperialism would not 
grow in this country, if the liberties of 
the people were not trampled under foot, 
there would be no violence.” 

Referring to the would-be assassin, 
Miss Goldman said: 

‘‘T feel that the man is one of those un- 
fortunatwes who has been driven by 
desperation and misery to commit the 
crime. I feel very deeply with him as an 
individual, as I would feel with anybody 
who suffers. If 1 had means I would 
help him as much as I coulu: I would see 
that he had ¢ounsel and that justice was 
done him.”’ . 

Although the whole world waited tager- 
ly Friday afternoon for the bulletins from 
the president’s bedside, Miss Goldman did 
not care enough about the report that he 
had been shot, which she heard news- 
boys shouting, to buy a paper. It was 


town 


Sa.urday afternoon before. her interest 
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was sufficiently aroused to cause her to 
buy a newspaper containing the story. 
She was more interested in the arrest of 
the Chicago anarchist than in the pres!- 
dent’s condition. 

Likes To Fool the Police. 

When asked why she did not appear be- 
fore. the police when she learned that she 
was wanted, Miss Goldman said: 

“For reasons of my own I did not make 
myself known. I like to fool the police 
when I can. The very fact that I came 
to Chicago shows that I had no intention 
of hiding myself. If I had wanted to, I 
would have been able to go from St. 
Louls right across to Canada, and then 
they would have looked for me a long 
time. I came here especially to be on 
the spot when I saw the necessity of 
announcing myself to the police, and also 
to be able to help Mr. Isaaks and his fam- 
ily, they being among the anarchists ar- 
rested. If the police were able to con- 
nect me with the attack on the president, 
I was ready to give myself up. 

‘‘When I arrived in Chicago I went to 
a hotel and registered under an assumed 
name. Later I went to the home of Mr. 
C. P. Norris, whom I have known in a 
business way for about a year. As far as 
I Know, he is not an anarchist, but he 
Saw no reason Why one individual should 
not give shelter to another in this land of 
the free, and he did it.” 

Asked if she thought Czolgosz’s act was 
praiseworthy from her point of view. she 
answered: 

“TIT am not in a position to say whether 
it was good or bad. It is bad for the 
man who attempted to do it. I am not 
in his boots and know nothing about it. 
What I don’t see is why they should 
make more fuss about the president than 
anybody else. All men are born equal.” 

“But some men rise above the equality 
of birth,’’ a reporter suggested. ‘‘We are 
all interested in the than whom we have 
made our chief.”’ 

“Tt don't think that men put him in 
office; I think that money put him in 
office.”’ 

In reference to Czolgosz’s alleged state- 
ment that he was inspired by a lecture of 
Miss Goldman’s in Cleveland, the prisoner 
said: 

“As I have repeatedly said, it is foolish 
to think that this man would claim that 
he did that deed alone and unaided, and 
at the same time claim that I inspired 
him. If he had accomplished his purpose 
and still claimed that he was acting alone, 
do you think he would have singled me 
out as the only friend he would not 
protect by assuming entire responsibil- 
ity? He may have heard me in Cleve- 
land, for I lectured there twice May 6 
last. 

“I was born in St. Petersburg, Russia, 
thirty-two years ago; I came to this 
country with my sister, who is now in 
Rochester, sixteen years ago. I speak 
Russian, German, French and English. 
I came from the middje class in Russfa, 
but my heart has always been with 
the poor and down-trodden. The injus- 


[tice of the Haymarket prosecution made 


an anarchist of me. I have taught the 
creed of anarchy ever since.” 


Cannot Be Extradited. 
It is the opinion of several lawyers that 


4 Miss Goldman cannot be extradited for 


trial in New York unless she and Czol- 
g0sz are charged with an offense under 
the federal statutes. The suggestion that 
the would-be assassin must be tried under 
the state laws of New York for assault 
with intent to kill would, it is said, pre- 
clude the possibility of Miss Goldman’s 
being extradited as an accessory before 
the fact, as her alleged tncendiary state- 
ments were not made in New York and 
she is not a fugitive from justice from 
that state. 

It is said, however, that she and Czol- 
gosz might be charged with an offense 
under section 5508 of the federal statutes, 
which fixes a ten-year term of imprison- 
ment and a $5,000 fine for two or more 
persons who conspire to injure any citi- 
zen in the exercise of any right secured 
to him by the constitution and the laws 
of the United States. The enforcement 
of this statute against Miss Goldman and 
Czolgosz would, it is said, permit the 
former’s extradition from any state. 

At a conference this afternoon the city 
authorities resolved to continue to hold 
Isaaks and other alleged anarchists un- 
der arrest here without bail. 

‘I’m afraid I cannot help them now,”’ 
said Miss Goldman when the news was 
brought to her. 

A message from Chief Bull, of Buffalo, 
to Chief of Detectives Colleran asserts 
that Czolgosz was in Chicago on August 
18 in company with Emma Goldman and 
Abram Isaaks. 

Isaaks and Miss Goldman deny the as- 
sertion. They claim that. they saw him 
last on July 12. The police adhere to the 
theory that the attack on the president 
was the result of a plot and that they 
believe the plot was hatched in the 
west. 

Cc. J. Norris, at whose home Miss Gold- 
man was captured, was arrested later.

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What is a Square MealP 

The people of Savannah are about 
to settle a very important question for 
the world at large, in which the eir- 
cumference, so to speak, of a square 
méal will be duly outlined. 

Savannah is favored by many liquor 
shops and eating houses in which lia- 
uors are served. In fact, the corner 
grocery of that city maintains the old 
traditions, and dispenses flour, beer, 
cheese, whisky, soaps, wine, potatoes 
and gin in equal quantities. As is to 
be expected, all this has given rise to 
a law and order league, between which 
and the venders there is a good deal 
of ‘friction. Of late there has been 
an effort to limit the sale of liquor, 
and to put an end to the lunch as the 
aceompaniment of a drink. The effect 
has been especially directed toward | 
the betterment of Sunday observance. 

Of late there has been an increase 
in eating houses, where the minimum 
of meat and the maximum of liquors 
were served. The law and order 
league has scented a conspiracy in 
this. The status is described by The 
Press, which says that “There are 
places in Savannah where, it is claim- 
ed, liquors are not sold on Sundays, 
but they are dispensed with meals.” 

Sometimes the meal is said to be rather 
small, in some cases consisting of not 
more than a small sandwich. The posi- 
tion of Attorney Wilson in this matter 
is said to be that he will not aid in the 
prosecution of anv restaurant or saloon 
keeper who serves a substantial meal 
with a drink of whisky or beer on Sun- 
day. He will, however, prosecute any 
one who serves small pieces of bread and 
eheese or meat and serves a drink with 
it. That is without the pale of the law. 
Mr: Wilson, it is understood, has said 
that some people get 80 accustomed to 
having beer or wine served with their 
meals that to deprive them of it would 
be worse than taking coffee away from 
others who are accustomed to it with 
each meal. Restaurants which observe 
that. rule and make the drinks incident 
to a substantial meal need have no fear 
of prosecution under the present plan, 
but if there are any who sell drinks 
and incidentally pass out a sandwich 
without the customer ordering it, then 
they may expect to be prosecuted if 
caught, and it would not be surprising 
if they are caught before long. ©

This 
appears in the great number of lynchings 
occurring there for all sorts of crimes. 
Passion takes the place of judgment’ and 


reckless hate is gubstituted for the due 
process of law. 


Then recollecting the incident near- 
er home, The Press in an adjoining 
column says: 


The mayor of Paterson, N. J., is in- 
ecensed over a telegram sent him from 
Montgomery, Ala., with regard to the 
city’s supposed dereliction in the matter 
of hunting down the anarchists. The Ala- 
bama telegram may not have been in 
the best taste, but the facts which have 
been established as to ag presence and 
plotting of anarchists in Paterson are 
of such a character as hardly give the 
Paterson authorities any right to proe- 
test against any conclusions that may be 
drawn as to their incapacity and stu- 
pidity in dealing with the issue. 

Senator Platt has already spoken 
for New York, From all this it ap- 
pears that human nature is about the 
same the world over, so that the 
north should appreciate the sentiment 
that moves The Savannah Press to 
Say: 

It is a question of discovering a nest 
of rattlesnakes or a kennel of mad dogs. 
What shall be done with the charnel 
houses like Paterson or McKeesport? 
New Orleans found a dark alley honey- 
combed with the mafia. The people were 
not very particular how they cleaned it 
out, and, in spite of the horror that went 
up, there has been no mafia since in 
Louisiana.

Enforce the Laws We Have. 


The statement is made that Emma 
Goldman, the anarchist whose words 
fired the heart of the Buffalo assassin, 
is in hiding near Chicago, and that 
her arrest is only a matter of time. 
At the same time people and press 
are loud in demanding new laws by 
which anarchists may be reached. 

Judge Alex P, Humphrey, of Louis- 
ville, calls a halt in useless law-mak- 
ing, and makes demand for the en- 
forcement of the laws we have. He 
declares that new laws are not need- 
ed to stamp out anarchy or to punish 
anarchists, and cites the successful 
prosecution of the Hawmarket anarch- 
ist#at Chicago. The-law was suffi- 
cient then, and is sufficient today, 
wherever the will to enforce it exists. 
Even while the country is bowed down 
with its great grief, anarchists have 
been permitted to toast crime in 
Paterson and McKeesport, with slight- 
er demonstrations in other places, 
Where were the mayor and chief of 
police, the county sheriff and the pros- 
ecuting attorney? Where was public 
sentiment? We have laws against 
conspiracy and incitement to crime, 
Cities have ordinances regulating 
public or private assemblages, and 
against disorderly conduct. The urg- 
ing of men to crime is disorderly con- 
duct of the most pronounced type, 
Why are the laws and ordinances neg- 
lected? Why are criminals in our 
city slums protected? What is the 
bond of union between the unruly 
classes and those who should seek 
their repression? 

For years Emma Goldman has been 
an anarchist, inciting to incendiarisn: 
and murder. She has shrieked her 
baleful doctrites in New York, Phila- 
delphia, Chicago. Why was she thus 
permitted to come and go, upsetting 
the minds of mental weaklings, and 
planting such seeds as showed their 
fruition in the Buffalo tragedy? Now 
that the worst has been done, there is 
a hue and cry to catch the woman. 
Her personality at this moment 
amounts to nothing. The real point 
of interest is that she represents a 
condition—lawlessness personified—of 
which law-enforcers take no notice 
until it is too late. Our cities are full 
of Goldmans today, some out in the 
open and others in embryo. For some 
mawkish reason they are undisturbed, 
and the public rests unconcernedly 
while the volcano is smoking. The 
spirit to be appealed to is not that of 
the law-making, but of the law-enfore- 
ing power. Round up the idle, the 
criminal, the malicious. They are 
known in every city. 

What was done once in Chicago can 
be done again, if we only get persist- 
ent public opinion behind it. 


The Average American. 

Upon the basis of the recent official 
census returns of the United States 
government Henry Gannett, in Every- 
body’s Magazine, has compiled some 
interesting statistics concerning the 
average American. 

To begin with, the average Amert- 
can whose characteristics, peculiari- 
ties and habits are made up from the 
combined attributes of our American 
adult population as a whole, is 5 
feet 8 inches in height, measures 36 
inches around the chest and weighs 
150 pounds. He is nearly: an inch 
taller than the average Englishman 
and more than an inch taller than the 
average German, but jis not quite @s 
robust as either. 

Our readers must not be shocked 
when we say that in color he is an 
octoroon with an overwhelmingly pre- 
dominant Anglo-Saxon strain. Consid- 
ering the vast extent of otir colored 
population in this section it is inevi- 
table that the average American 
should be an octoroon, but consider- 
ing also the great currents of our na- 
tional life, it is not surprising that 
the Anglo-Saxon strain should pre. 
dominate. But there are also infu- 
sions’of every other nationality under 
the sun. 

The average American is 37 years 
of age. He lives on a farm near Co- 


lumbus, Ohio. He is worth $5,000 and | 


has an annual income of $750. He 
pays tax on 40 per cent of the real 
value of his property and the amount 
of his tax bill is $14.60. There are 
three children in the average Ameri- 
can’s family and they are not by any 
means as frugal as they should be, 
They live on the fat of the land and 
use imported goods as well as domes- 
tic products. Altogether the family 
consume per annum 1,250 pounds of 
flour, 600 pounds of meal, 750 pounds 
of meat, 750 pounds of potatoes, 100 
pounds of butter and 300 pounds of 
sugar. Coffee is the popular drink, al- 
though tea is consumed in large quan- 
tities. 

But the average American has many 
vices which cannot be condoned. He 
uses 20 pounds of tobacco per year. 


: 


He is not altogether temperate in his 
habits, attends church. very seldom 
and is frequently given to violent and 
profane |! e. He consumes § 
gallons of spirituous and vinous 
liquors and 75 gallons of beer. 

He dresses fairly well and pays for 
his clothing about $100 per annum, 
He fs the greatest newspaper and 
magazine reader on earth. He is rath- 
er more energetic than slothful and 
rather more intelligent than illiterate, 
and everything considered he is more 
deserving of admiration than censure. 


A Case in Point. 

That the disregard for law is wider 
than anarchy is shown by a telegram 
from New Hampshire: ' 

Manchester, N. H., September ° —The 
Rev. J. Bunyan Lemon, pastor of the 
First Baptist church here, in his sermon 
today took the ground that in the at- 
tempted assassination of President Mc- 
Kinley he saw the hand of God because 
the president hed an opportunity to sup- 
nress the liquor traffic in the Philippines, 
but failed to do his duty. 

Mr. Lemon said God had not only mani- 
fested his displeasure in this way, but 
was teaching an impressive lesson to the 
American people. 


These words were spoken while the 
victim of assassination lay tossing 
with fever in Buffalo. 

Verily, we have a much more diffi- 
cult task than that of watching an- 
archists. 
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Commissioner Glenn’s Report. 

The recommendation of Commis- 
sioner Glenn, looking to local effort in 
public school support, is in line with 
what The Constitution has already 
said on several occasions. ‘ 

The need of education is so pressing 
that it cannot be neglected. The state 
cannot afford to permit certain coun- 
ties to be derelict in their support of 
schools. The progressive counties of 
Georgia today are those which have 
asked for local laws, whereby they 
were enabled to supplement the work 
of the state. The time has come when 
the state should declare its opposition 
to any more dark corners.

It is preposed that a lhrge 
humber of the Cuban merchants shall be 
brought to the exposition, and entertain- 
ed while there, without expense to them, 
so that they may study the exhibits care- 
fully and thoroughly at their leisure, and 
the plan will doubtless be carried into 
effect. If it is, it will give our manufac- 
turers a notable opportunity to learn the 
requirements and preferences of these 
potent representatives of the customers 
we desire to reach. . 


The Law Encourages Wrong Doing. 
The Times-Democrat laments that the 
necessity for divorce laws is now recog- 
nized by everyone who has given the 
matter study. ‘‘They save much suffer- 
ing and not a little crime; but unfor- 
tunately the United States has now got- 
ten well beyond that point. Its laws have 
become an encourager of divorce and the 
marriage ties are broken over rifles 
when a word would set matters right.”’ 


Effects of Politics on Business. 
(From The Boston Herald.) . 

The effect of politics on business is 
almost always exaggerated. The two 
naturally move on distinct lines. It is 
possible for the former to interfere, with 
the latter, but it is not nearly as often 
the case as generalizing on the subject 
might lead one to suppose. It would seem 
that; if ever injury were wrought in this 
way, it would be seen in the control of 
the politics of South Carolina by Benja- 
min R. Tillman, and Senator McLaurin 
in his speeches there appeals to the peo- 
ple as injured by Tillman in this way 
since he came into power. Yet facts 
show that there has been an extraordi- 
nary increase of prosperity in South 
Carolina during that period. The state has 
become richer by $30,000,000, her valuation 
having advanced from $150,602,451, when 
Tillman came into power, to §$180,717,083, 
as it now is. There is nothing like this in 
a corresponding number of years before 
the accession of Tillman. Of course there 
is no credit to Tillman for it. It has come 
because business has operated inde- 
pendently of politics. Titman has not di- 
rectly obstructed it, and it has gone on 
therefore as if he were not the state’s 
controller in its politics. South Carolina 
now claims to be, next to Texas, the 
most prosperous state of the south, and it 
has reached this condition not through 
the aid any more than with’ the obstruc- 
tin of politics. It is because those en- 
gaged in business there have pursued 
their business operations without bother- 
ing themselves about politics. es

Have but one aim, the aim of your call- 
ing, and let that be placed at the sum- 
mit of the pinnacle you are striving for. 
Place it there and there is nothing more 
certain than that you will be at the top, 
whether you are a lawyer, ministey, a 
doctor, or a master of science. 


Captain Forsyth Will Stand. — 
(From The Kansas City Times, in whicn 
his interview first appeared.) 
Captain Forsyth declines to admit the 
necessity for a denial of his interview in 
The Times of a week ago yesterday and 
practically admits that he made the 

statement accredited to him. 

The navy department is obviously -non- 
plussed at this evidence of independence 
in a mere captain and the administration 
newspapers are inclined to the idea that 
it’ would be just as well to leave For- 
syth alone. It would be better. Forsyth 
is loaded. If he is driven to it he would 
probably be willing to go further into the 
discussion of the means whereby Samp- 
son was advanced over the heads of a 
number of other officers. He could, if 
he would, probably tell how favors are 
distributed in the navy—and the gentle- 
men who control the fortunes of the men 
on the quarter-decks of our ships would 
be made to feel uncomfortable if Forsyth 
talked, for he would certainly be followed 
by a number of other men who have 
been all their lives crawling along the 
line of promotion, making their way on 
their meri. 


It is evident that there is a disposition | 


on the part of many naval officers to 
talk about the management of the navy. 
But the men who could tell the most ef- 
fective stories are tied up. And there is 
an amount of dissatisfaction in that arm 
of the service that has not yet been 
dreamed of by the public. Men have spent 
all their lives on board ship, with brief 
intervals ashore, only to _ find that 
when _—i they are within reach of 
a promotion that will permit them 
to retire with rank and pay that 
will keep them comfortably in their de- 
clining years, they and their hopes are 
to be sacrificed to somebody’s son or 
nephew with a pull. 

There has been altogether too much of 
favoritism in the navy; it has practically 
demoralized the service, and the best 
thing that men like Forsyth could dv 
for the naval arm would be to tell the 
whole truth of the injustice that has been 
inflicted on the men who have struggled 
in subordinate positions to bring the 
American navy up to its present stand- 
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ing at which has caused such a commo- 
tion in Washington.

But 
practically we may say that in the lapse 
of acentury the inhabitants of London 
multiplied sixfold.

And how can anarchy hope to 
fain recruits to its destructive cause 
by the perpetration of a crime the sole 
effect of which, outside of bringing suf- 
fering to a man and his household, is to 
exhibit a nation splendidly united and su- 
perbly sure of the faith that is in it? 


something Should Be Done. 
(From The Louisville Courier-Journal.) 


That something should be done to check 
the growth of organizations for the edu- 
cation of assassins upon anarchical or 
other pretext is evident, but action should 
be upon the lines of sound legal princi- 
ples and not on the suggestion of ill- 
considered expedients. A more vigorous 
exclusion of the foreign element of that 
class by more rigid inspection at the } 
ports of immigration, a stricter surveil- 
lance by the police authorities and the 
better enforcement of laws already ap- 
plicable to.them are evidently necessary. 
There is danger that if drastic reme- 
dies be adopted under stress of great 
public feeling the pendulum will swing 
back too far and entail greater evil than 
good. A century ago and more the alien 


and sedition laws were enacted to meet 
a supposed danger from alien influence 
in which the president was empowered to 
banish any alien whose presence he 
should deem dangerous to the peace of the 
country, and fine and imprisonment was 
made the penalty of conviction for speak- 
ing or writing maliciously of the prest- 
dent. The political revolution which fol- 
lowed is -well known, and it is hardly 
probabe that history will refeat itsef in 
the adoption of similar extreme measures 
to remedy an evil capable of being more 
practically treated. 


The Advance of Surgery. 
(From The Philadelphia Times.) 

Those who remember the history of 
Garfield's case recall its obscurity and 
the apparent helplessness of the _ sur- 
geons. They did not then dare, and at 
that time they’ought not to have dared, 
to open the“abdominal walls, find the 
bullet, cleanse and sterilize the wound 
and close it up. They could only guess 
the approximate location of the ball. To- 
day the X-rays would enable them to 
locate it exactly and antiseptic surgery 
would enable them fearlessly to extract’ 
it. Garfield died from a _ septicaemia 
which the surgery of that time had not 
the present means to combat. No doubt 
the present freedom of operation leads 
to reurgical interference in many cases 
that formerly would have got well with- 
out it, but it also makes possible the 
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hopeful treatment of very many cases 
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that were formerly beyond the surgeon's 
aid, This.improvement hag come not 
through any one art or profession alone, 
but through the general advance of exact 
scientific knowledge, to which many pro- 
fessions -have contributed. If Mr. Mc- 
Kinley shall recover, a long line of plod- 
ding students, whose observations are 
now the common property of the world, 
will have contributed to the happy resuit. 


Tax the Dealers. 

Mr. Charles A. Piquet has the following 
in The Augusta Chronicle: 

**I do not think it would be exaggerative 
to state that at least 90 per cent of deeds 
ef. violence are committed with pistols, 
and 98 per cent with weapons of such a 
nature as can be easily secreted upon the 
person. This is demonstrated by the fact 
that nearly every state in the union has 
enacted laws prohibiting the carrying of 
concealed weapons, and the reason why 
this is not a compicte remedy, ig too ap- 
parent to need elucidation, namely, the 
difficulty in détecting violations of these 


laws.

no service to society, and the manufac- 
ture, sale and ownership of either are 
dangerous menaces to the life and person 
of each individual composing it. Numbers 
of men smarting under merely imaginary 
wrongs are now lying in wait for unsus- 
pecting victims, and it not infrequently 
oecurs that murder is committed without 
any apparent motive. If men of weak 
and deranged minds were unable to pro- 
cure weapons of such a character that 
they could coneeal upon the person, the 
horrible attempt referred to never would 
have been perpetrated, or could readily 
have been averted. : 

“Tt occurs to me that there are two 
remedies which would, to a great extent, 
minimize crimes of this character. 

‘1 Congress might enact a law laying 
such a tax upon the manufacture and 
sale of weapons of any description capable 
of being concealed upon the person, 4s 
would reduce the sale of them, and each 
state and municipality should license 
an tax the sale and ownership of such 
weapons. 

“This would render it difficult to pur- 


chase and own such weapons as are used 


solely for the purpose of the destruction 
of life. 

‘“) Amend the constitution of the 
United States, giving to congress the 
power to enact a law prohibiting the man- 
ufacture, sale, importation or ownership 
of such weapons, and let the government 
condemn and purchase such weapons as 
are now owned by individuals or corpora- 
tions. 

“The last suggestion would not defeat 
the object of the constitutional right to 
carrv arms as it refers only to such 
weapons as are mainly manufactured for 
private use. The object of that right 
was to enable citizens to protect their po- 
litical rights from forcible governmental 
usurpation, and to encourage citizen mi- 
litia. for the preservation of those rights. 
If the suggestion were carried into effect 
it would only prevent the ownership of 
such weapons as are manufactured mainly 
for private use and which are unfit for 
militia purposes. It would not prevent 
the ownership of fowling pieces or rifles. 

“The vast amount of money expended 
in the trial of deeds of violence would in 
a few vears be more than sufficient to 
indemnify the government for the expense 
incurred in purchasing weapons now 
owned by individuals.”’

States—they never kill, They incite murder. 
They stir weak brains and morbid natures to 
frenzy, and thus their evil purposes are ac- 
complished. Wook back over the awful record. 
When has a recognized anarchist of this coun- 
try or Europe attempted murder? 

- The words of the man Czolgosz tell the story. 
He says: ‘‘When I heard Emma Goldman's 
lecture I left the hall with a determination to 
do some heroic deed.’ There is the whole 
story. Look the record over and it Is the 
same. Morbid minds have been set ablaze 
with the devilish sophistry of creatures too 
cowardly to risk their own miserable lives. 

The anarchists, blatant mouthed, are, 
themselves, comparatively harmless, but their 
seditious speech should be stopped at all cost. 
This is our country, and we have a right to 
control those who come to live arfiong us. 

We can, and must, control those already 
here, but what of the future? The time has 
come to draw the rein, Imperative need for 
immigration has made us liberal in the past, 
and our generosity has been imposed upon, but 
there is no reason why this should continue. 

How can the time of undesirable tmmigration 
be stopped? Fasily. Make every immigrart 
secure from our consular representative in 
the country whence he comes a certificate of 
good character, If he is unable to do this, 
let him remain at home, 

If he has been a law-abiding, honest and in- 
dustrious man at home, he can easily establish 
the fact to the satisfaction of our consul, Put 
on the immigrant the burden of proving good 
character! If he cannot do this, we do not 
want him. 

A money qualification is no safeguard. Any 
good community in Europe would gladly sup- 
ply funds necessary to land an undesirable 
citizen on our shores. The outlaw’s friends 
may easily supply the sum required by our 
immigration laws, 

Let us stop the possibility of adding to our 
already too large anarchistic population. Let 
no immigrant land on our shores who does not 
bring with him a certificate from our e¢onsul 
covering good character at home.

THE DAILY NOTEBOOK. 
The Savannah News comes out with a 
bold argument in favor of the mainte- 


nance of the local option laws of Georgia. 
The News says: 


Mississippi is almost a prohibition state, 
not by a genéral prohibition law, but by 
means of local option. The campaign 
against whisky has been carried on so 
quietly that the fact that the state was 
gradually coming under the control of 
the prohibitionists was not widely know n 
beyond the state's limits. 

It tis said, however, that the campaign 
against liquor has been more exciting 
than a presidential campaign. And it 
is asserted that the counties in which 
liquor has been voted out are prohibi- 
tion in fact as well as in name. 

Of the severtty-five counties sixty-nine 
have declared against the sale and man- 
ufacture of intoxicants. Six alone are 
now open to bar rooms. Three of these are 
coast counties and are regarded as sub- 
urbs of New Orleans, rather than as parts 
of Mississippi. Of the other three two 
are to soon hold local option elections. 
They are Madison and Monroe counties. 
and the opinion is expressed that both 
will vote against whisky. There will re- 
main then only one county which the 
prohibitionists expect to capture. They 
will make a hard fight for it, and those 
who are in a position to know say tha 
the chances are that they will get it. 
Then Mississippi will be practically a 
prohibition state, and the people there 
will have prohibition, not blind tigers 
as there are in Kansas and Maine. In 
Maine there is a general prohibition law, 
and it has been found impossible to en- 
force it in those counties. which have not 
been educated against whisky. In Kan- 
sas there is a similar condition of af- 
fairs. Inieed, in the latter state prohi- 
bition has been admitted to be a failure. 

The News declares tnat “the onlv wiy 
to bring about prohibition is to educate 
the people against the liquor habit.’ 
“Get the majority of the people in each 
county against whisky and there 
trouble to enforce a_ prohib#ion 
Then this: 

“Here in this state good work has been 
done in the capture of abcut three-fourths 
of the counties by the prohibitionists. 
Now the prohibitionists propose risk 
losing ail they have gained by demani 
ing a general prohibition law. Thev re 
fuse to-learn anything from the experi- 
enc? of other states. They insist upon 
learning by their own experience. Sim- 
ply because whisky sent from wet 
counties to dry counties, it proposed 
to abandon the local option method by 
which the state is being capture 
adopt a method for stopping the li 
traffic which has been tried often 
which has always proven a failure. T 
fact that whisky can be obtained by dry 
counties from New York as easily as from 
Savannah or Atlanta makes no impres- 
sion upon them whatever.

Atlanta’s Federal Prison. 
(From The Baltimore American.) 

The opening of the new United States 
penitentiary at Atlanta, Ga., will re- 
move the drawbacks which have been 
associated with the system of making 
contracts with the various states for the 
care of federal prisoners. The Atlanta 
prison will accommodate prisoners from 
the entire eastern section of the country. 
Such a controversy as arose recently 
over the new commutation act in Penn- 
sylvania cannot again be raised. The 
question there was whether the state leg- 
islature had the power to commute the 
sentences of federal prisoners. Indeed, it 
is not yet finally settled. 
There are, of course, 
vantages in having special institutions 
under exclusive government control. 
Apart from the elimination of all conflict 
of jurisdiction, there is the assurance in 
this, as in most things that Uncle Sam 
undertakes, especially in connection with 
the judiciary branch, that the institution 
will be efficiently managed in all its de- 
partments. 
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The Progress of Southern Mills. 


(From The Boston Herald.) 

Not only the manufacturers of New 
England, who are directly interested in a 
money way regarding labor restrictions 
observed in southern mills. but the whole 
public will be glad to learn that the 
cotton mills of Georgia ,.have put into 
effect an agreement that no child under 
12 vears of age, excepting children of 
widowed mothers or physically disabled 
parents without other means of support, 
shall be allowed to work in mills unless 
he can show a certificate that he has 
attended school four months iff the vear. 
This is a distinct step upward, and the 
fact that it has been voluntarily taken by 
the employers adds to its worth. 


How to Make Good Roads. 

Judge Eve reports that he has been 
claying the sand roads of Richmond 
county, Georgia, for twenty vears, with 
result of obtaining ‘‘very pleasant hard 
roads that last five years without re- 
building.”” The rule is to put down six 
inches of clav with two inches of sand 
on top of it. and it is better to put on 
the sand when the clay is wet. When the 
right proportions are used, ‘a crust is 
formed which sheds the water and the 
road stays in good condition.’’ The road 
bed should, of course, be first graded 
properly, and raised in the middle so as 
to shed water to the drains. ‘In dry 
weather the clay sand road is ideal,”’ 
which cannot be said of a sandy road. 
The cost of the constructjon is in propor- 
tion to the distance the clay has to be 
hauled. There are:75 miles of such roads 
in Richmond county. It !s equally effi- 
cient to sand the clay roads. Before J889, 
Judge Evg says finally, “‘many stretches 
for several miles along our roads were 
uncuitivated, now they are in a high state 
of cultivation, and land values have hand- 
somely increased.’”’ pe

COTS FOR THE NEGROES 
BURNED BY THE WOMER 


For a Time Serious Riot Was 
Imminent in Pittsburg—The 
Strikers Kept in Back- 
ground and Let the 
Women Act. 


Pittsburg, Pa., September 10.—President 
T. J. Shaffer and his advisurs in the gen- 
eral office of the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion hold the power by authority of the 
general executive board of the organiza- 
tion to settle the steel strike. Mr. Shaffer 
and his advisors apparently allowed to- 
day to lapse, after this authority was 
vested in them, without closing any set- 
tlement. On Monday it is said the ex- 
ecutive board directed President Shaffer, 
together with Secretary-Treasurer Wil- 
liams, Assistant Secretary M. F. Tighe 
and Ben I. Davis, of the advisory board, 
to settle without delay on the best terms 
obtainable. 

It is said that President Shaffer is seek- 
ing to reopen direct negotiations with the 
United States Steel Corporation in the 
hope of getting better terms. 

The terms secured by the national civic 
federation were neither 2ccepted nor re- 
jected by the amalgamated “gard. In- 
stead a resolution was passed directing 
President Shaffer, with the aid of his im- 
mediate advisors, to secure the best 
possible settlement. The terms _ sul- 
mitted provided simply for a signing of 
scales for all union plants of the Tin 
Plate, Sheet Steel and Steel Hoop Com- 
panies, except such as had been started 
Since the strike began. 

Shaffer Has the Power. 

The executive committee passed its 
resolutions by a bare majority. Presi- 
dent Shaffer protested against proceed- 
ing with so narrow a margin, and sug- 
gested that the members of the board 
remain in the city for a possible further 
conference on Monday. At the meeting 
Monday it is said the executive board 
gave the amalgamated president unani- 
mous support for the best settlement that 
he may be able to secure, and that no 
conditions were imposed. 

One member of the board put it this 
way: 

“President Shaffer has the means to end 
the strike. How he is going to do it I 


=" Say, but that is what he has to 
o.”’ 


A report from New York teday that the | 


strike had been settled was denied by 
President Shaffer and his fellow officials. 
Nothing was known at the United States 
steel office here of such a_ settlement. 
President Shaffer also denied that he or 
his advisory board had been directed 
or ordered by the executive board to set- 
tle the strike. It is said by representa- 
tives of the corporation that as fast as 
additional mills are started they will be 
added to the growing list of mills elim- 
inated from the union list. 

The combine officials are busy with ar- 
rangements to start idle mills. 

The plant at Chester, W. Va., is sched- 
uled for an early start by the American 
Tin Plate Company. 

The strike today in this section was 
full of exciting incidents, and, unless a 
speedy settlement of the trouble is ef- 
fected, indications point to exceedingly 
lively times from now on. That both 
sides are determining on a_ desperate 
fight seems evident. The first evidence 
of this was shown when a gang of brick- 
layers attempted to enter the National 
tube plant at Me port. The strikers 
turned them back. The tube workers 
who were turned back yesterday did not 
vénture a second attempt today, and the 
Plant is tonight dark and idle. 


Women Turn Back Negroes. 


It was announced today that the Mon- 
ongahela tin plate works on the south 
side, Pittsburg, would be started soon. 
In preparation for this move, the com- 
pany this evening endeavored to place in 
the plant cots and provisions for the 
benefit of the workers. When the’ first 
wagon containing ice and edibles crossed 
the Smithfield street bridge it was met 
by a crowd of women and children, and 
the driver made to turn back. Th 
wagon was followed by a cab containifig 
six negro workmen. When the driver 
saw the crowd he lost his nerve and at 
once turned back and drove his load to 
the Carnegie building. Here the men 
were met by a large crowd and had to 
make a run for it to get into the building 
safely. After the negroes had been turn- 
ed back, a wagon load of cots, fifty in 
number, succeeded in making its way as 
far as Fourteenth’ street, where the 
women gathered about it and cut the 
ropes holding the load on. The driver 
continued on his way, the cots dropping 
off at every turn of the wheels until 
about thirty of them had become th 
property of the women, who numbere 
about two hundred.’ Some of the women 
ran into their houses and came out with 
oil cans, poured the contents over the 
cots, which had been piled.in two heaps 
on Fourteenth street. In an instant two 
immense bon-fires were wiazing. briskly, 
while the women executed a war dance 
about the fires and pelted each other with 
pillows and bedding which had fallen 
from the wagon. 

The twenty cots which the driver suc- 
ceeded in getting through were piled in 
a heap on Fifteenth street and a cordon 
of police surrounded it to keep back the 
crowd, which had been augmented until 
it numbered fully 2,000, mostly women and 
children. The men kept in the back 
ground, as a rule, apparently content 
with the results of their female sympa- 
thizer raid. The police had,.received no 
notice of the company’s move, and were 
not prepared to handle such a crowd. As 
soon as a call could be sent in, fifteen 
or twenty officers were rushed to the 
scene of action, and now the company 
property is being guarded by them.

Ailanta Her Who Felled Czol- 
pos? May Get Good Position 


PRICE OFFERED FOR CLOTHES 


The Atlanta Negro is the Center of 
a Certain Attraction in Bui- 
falo—He ig Still Work- 
ing in the Humble Ca- 
pacity of Waiter.

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The Atlanta negro, James Parker 
who felled the president’s assailant at 
Buffalo, will probably secure a lucrative 
berth from the administration as the 
reward of his courageous act. Parker is 
still employed as a waiter on the expo- 
sition grounds, but from press indica- 
tions there is talk at Washington of pro- 
viding the negro with a government po- 
sition that will be suitable recognition 
of his prompt action in knocking Czolgosz 
to the floor. The public seems willing to 
accept’ the theory that Parker actually 
saved the life of thg president by over- 
powering the anarchist before he had 
opportunity to fire a third time. 

Parker, according to The Constitution’s 
special, is being heroized in Buffalo. The 
clothes worn by him on the day of the 
shooting have practically all: been dis- 


posed of and at Parker’s‘own price. The 

following special from Buffalo tells of 

the new light in which Parker is seen: 
May Get a Good Job. 

Washington, September 10.—(Special.)— 
James Karker, the Georgia negro who 
grappled with the president's assailant at 
Buffalo, promises to become a national 
character. In administration circles here 
Parker's timely interference is believed 
to have prevented Czolgosz from further 
use of his deadly weapon, and there is 
talk of rewarding Parker with an ap- 
pointment in the government service. In 
the meantime Parker is realizing finan- 
cially upon his present notoriety, as will 
be seen by the following dispatch in The 
Star this afternoon from a special corre- 
spondent at Buffalo: 

‘James Parker, the big negro who par- 
ticipated in the struggle with President 
McKinley’s assailant in the Temple o1 
Music immediately after the shots haa 
been fired, has capitalized his fame. Park- 
er is a waiter and has been employed on 
the exposition grounds. He is of colossal 
build, tall, broad-shouldered, massive 
limbed and of great muscular develop- 
ment and strength. The details of the 
shooting as related by Parker were thrill- 
ing. He vividly portrayed the struggle 
with Czolgosz and the fall to the floor 
under the blows rained on him. 

“Admiration for Parker grew as his 
experiences and his story increased. 
Eventually some of the listeners became 
enthusiastic, and when Parker told how 
he seized the anarchist and bore fim 
down and banged him on the floor and 
leaped upon him, and crushed him be- 
neath the weight of his chest and stom- 
ach, an enthusiast pushed forward and 
begged for a piece of the waistcoat which 
Parker wore and against which the an- 
archist had been pressed when Parker 
leaped on him. Parker gave the man-a 
piece of his waistcoat. Then another and 
another and another of those standing by 
watching wanted pieces as souvenirs. 
Finally a man begged a button from the 
waistcoat and it was cut off with a 
knife. Then another man offered a quar- 
ter for a button. ‘I will give $1 for one 
of the buttons,’ said a man. He got a 
button. Then another. did likewise. If 
Parker had been twenty feet tall with a 
waistcoat reaching from his chin to his 
toes, with buttons on it every inch of 
the way, the supply would not have been 
sufficient for the demand. 

“Eventually this craze for clothes be- 
Jonging to the big negro became so pro- 
nounced that two men appeared and 
wanted to buy the shoes that Parker 
wore because it was said that with 
them he had kicked Czolgosz and had 
Stamped on his face. The price offered 
for each shoe was $5, and one of the 
men remarked that he would have given 
$25 if necessary, and that he would have 
given $1,000 if Parker or any one else had 
Stamped the life out of Czolgosgz without 
Stopping to think about his shoes.”

HUNDREDS OF LITTLE TOTS CARRIED 
BOOKS TO SCHOOL FOR FIRST TIM 
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ANY a fluttering little heart beat 
with trepidation and anticipation 
yesterday at the first day of

school. 

To the youthful mind the first school 
day marks the most wonderful event in 
life. It is the turning point of childhood, 
the red letter day which means the tran- 
sition from babyhood to individual dis- 
tinction. When the little tot leaves the 
nursery for the school room it crosses 
the rubicon of infancy nevermore to re- 
turn. 

Yesterday was the day when youthful 
history be «xn for hundreds of little chil- 
dren in Atlanta who, for the first time in 
their lives, started to school. The public 
schools actually opened on Monday, but 
that day was only to enroll pupils and 
provide them with books. The little ones 


were taken to their schools by their pa- 
rents then and stayed but a short time. 

Primary pupils in the first grade are 
only 6 years old as a rule. They can be 
admitted if they will be 6 before October 
1. So they are scarcely more than. babies. 
A scene at one of the public schools Mon- 
day showed troops of the tiniest ones. 
rather overawed and subdtied by the im- 
pressiveness of the occasion, looking 
about with infantile wonder at the curi- 
ous sights—the big blackboards, the fun- 
ny liftle desKs, the many other children, 
the teachers and the “‘big girls,’’ and in- 
vestigating .curiously the playground and 
its various advantages for youthful 
adaptationg. 

Most of the little ones seemed highly 
The long- 
looked-for day was not a disappointment. 
The general feeling was one of eagerness 
to start and great pride in the fact of 
actually ‘“‘going to school.’’ 

“Don't let him be tardy tomorrow,” 
said a pretty first gradeteacher to the 
mother of a lusty little chap of 6 years. 

“Tardy!"’ replied the mother. ‘‘Why he 
got me up at daybreak today and wanted 
to start. He’ll be here before the jani- 
tor comes if I let him!”’ 

Some of the liftle ones had never left 
their nurse’s side before and felt fright- 
ened at the strange proceeding. They 
hadn't the faintest idea what was going

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a single moment. 

With these children the teachers have 
a great deal of trouble at first. It is such 
a wrench to tear the little ones almost 
from their mother’s arms and a very 
heart-rending occasion for both the fond 
mamma and the timid child who are 
separated for the first time. 

Some parents indulge their. little ones’ 
pleadings to go with them to school the 
second day. But if they do so it is just as 
bad the third time and the teachers say 
it is better for the children to be left 
alone from the very, first; that they get 
broken in to the*School room rules bet- 
ter when no mothers or nurses are near. 

The beginners showed the greatest de- 
light at the little supplies that were re- 
quired which include a certain amount 
of kindergarten materials. A box of col- 
ored water color paints held the rapt at- 
tention of one little fellow from the mo- 
ment he discovered it. A tiny pair of 
scissors was also a much prized posses- 
sion. At the suggestion of his mother to 
leave these things in his desk a howl of 
tearful protest rent the air. Finally his 
new teacher—who is past master in the 
arts of diplomacy and a winner of youth- 
ful hearts—accomplished in some magic 
way a pacific arbitration of the situa- 
tion and the little fellow started home re- 
joicing, his paint box rescued from fur- 
ther depredations. 

It is a very hard matter to teach such 
little children the simple things that 
grown people would scarcely think of. 
For instance, they have no sense of di- 
rection and get hopelessly lost in what 
seems to them the vastness of the school 
house. . To the childish mind the school 
house seems the very biggest place in 
the world. Returning in after vears to 
the scene of one’s early school dats, it is 
a shock to discover the great school house 
has shrunken to an ordinary little build- 
ing and how the big play ground has 
dwindled down into a little bit of a yard. 
The wide-open eyes of infancy magnify 
a hundredfold what they see. The fence 
which seemed an insurmountable barrier, 
shutting out the outside world, is discov- 
ered, to be but an ordinary low paling 
fence. , 

First the children have to be taught 
who their teacher is and to know her 
when they gee her. To aid in this end the 
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to happen to them and they clung to their teachers point out the distinctive fea- 
mother’s skirts afraid to be separated fortures of their dress. 


They promise to 
wear the same shirt waist and the same 
colored ribbon, ete., which the children 
remember better than their faces. The 
children also have to learn where they be- 
long and how to find their grades. 

The first few weeks of the first grade 
teachers is declared to be little more 
than expert nursery work. 

“They haven’t the slightest conception 
of what it means,’’ said a pares ey: pri- 
mary teacher of long experience, “and 
some of them do the funniest things im- 
aginable. They don’t even know how to 
sit in their desks or get in or out of 
them. At first they are just as likely to 
be discovered with their feet on top of 
their desks as any other way. 

‘“‘And then they all want to talk—except 
the very timid ones. Right out in school 
they want to tell me everything they ever 
did and all about their little brothers and 
sisters, their toys or pets, etc. It is very 
hard to make them understand that they 
mustn’t do this, but in a very little while 
I get them straightened out so there is 
perfect order and quiet and not a single 
little voice pipes up without fé@st raising 
a hand for permission. No effort, how- 
ever, at assigning them lessons to study 
at home is made for several weeks with 
these little ones.”’ 

From inquiry among the first grade 
children the average age is readily dis- 
covered to be ‘‘six going on seven.”’ 

It was undoubtedly a great event yes- 
terday when for the first time was 
missed from hundreds of homes the prat- 
tle of the little ones who had ventured 
out into what seemed the “big world.” 
Many a motherly heart was full to over- 
flowing at the realization that the little 
ones will grow up and that their babies 
eannot forever be kept in the nursery. 
They find some consolation in seeing the 
joy of the little fledglings at this their 
first short flight from the nest, who, with 
the natural heartlessness of youth, take 
no thought of the fond heartstrings that 
are wrenched. Many a little sunbonneted 
figure in a dainty pinafore, the joy of a 
loving. parent, or sturdy little sailor- 
suited, bare-legged boy, the pride of 
some fond mamma, skipped gayly off 
yesterday to its “first day at school,”’ 
leaving a very heavy heart and a very 
quiet and lonely house behind.

MUST END DISCRIMINATION 


The Railroad Commission Decides 
Against Georgia Northern. 


SESSION HELD YESTERDAY. 


Unless Discrimination Ceases a Fine 
of from $1,000 to $5,000 Will 
be Imposed by Commission. 


The railroad commission passed an or- 
der at its session yesterday afternoon 
directing the Georgia Northern railroad 
to cease its discriminations in the matter 
of freight rates against the Tifton. 
Thomasville and Gulf. The members of 
the commission found on a review of the 
case that the allegations of the Tifton, 
Thomasville and Gulf were sustained 
throughout. 

From the evidence introduced it was 
shown that the Georgia Northern made 
every effort tq have freight, billed to 
its way-stations, brought over the Plant 
system, via Pidcock, which gives the 
Georgia Northern a longer haul than it 
enjoys by taking freight from the Tif- 
ton, Thomasville and Gulf at Moultrie. 
In order to accomplish this end, the 
Plant system has not been required, ac- 
cording to the evidence, to prepay its 
freight, while the Georgia Northern has 
been foreed to this resort in order to 
enter the competition. 

The commission held that this was a 
clear discrimination against the Tifton, 
Thomasville and Gulf, and hence the or- 
der issued yesterday tnat it cease at once, 
Unless the discrimination is stopped the 
commission in its discretion can impose 
a fine of from $1,000 to $5,000. It is hard- 
ly probable that the Georgia Northern 
will continue the discrimination, although 
it is possible that the matter will be 
taken to the courts by that road. 

The basis of the complaint of the Tifton, 
Thomasville and Gulf is rule 36 of the com- 
mission, which regulates the condtct of 
intrastate business, The rule is as fol- 
lows: - 


The several railroad companies in this state 
in the conduct of their intrastate business 


the transportation and delivery of freight with- 
out unjust discrimination in favor of or against 
any; and wherever special facilities are affor1- 
ed to one shipper in the transportation or Je- 
livery- of freight in carload lots or less, 
whether upen a special rate authorized by this 
commission or otherwise, such company shall ke 
bound to afford to any other shipper or ship- 
pers, under substantially similar circumstances, 
like facilities upon like rates, 

Such railroad companies, upon such business, 
shall at all terminal and connecting points, to 
any other railroad company whose tracks are 
of the same gauge, afford under substantially 
similar circumstances equal facilities for the 
interchange of freight, and upon like terms and 
conditions, whether in carload lets or less, with- 

iscrimination in favor of or against any; 
herever special facilities are afforded to 
such railroad company, in the interchange 
delivery of freight, either to consignees or 
ecting lines, whether upon a special rate 
horized by this commission or otherwise, 
ch company shall be bound to afford to all 
ther connecting lines under like and substan- 
tially similar poi like facilities upon 
like terms and rates,

OFFERS FOR BONDS 
WANTED BY GAGE 


Sscretary Ansounces That He Will Buy 
$20,000,000 Worth. 


WILL EASE MONEY MARKET 


Stringency Is Due to the Demands 
from South and West for Cur- 
rency To Move the Crops. 
More Money for the - 

Banks. 


Washington, September 10.—The follow-. 


ing: announcement was made today at the 
treasury department: 

“The secretary of the treasury hereoy 
gives notice that he will consider and re- 
ceive proposals for the sale to the govern- 
ment on account of the sinking fund of 
United States 3 per cent bonds, loan of 
1908-1918; 4 per cent bonds, funded loan 
of 1907; 4 per cent bonds, loan of 1925, and 
5 per cent bonds, loan of 194, to an 
amount not exceeding twenty millions of 
dollars. Proposals should be submitted 


to the secretary by letter or telegraph not, 
later than Thursday, the 12th instant; any’ 


bonds accepted to be promptly delivered 
at the United States treasury at Washing- 
ton or to the sub-treasury in New York. 

‘The right to reject any or all proposals 
is expressly reserved. GAGE, 
‘‘Secretary.”’ 

The secretary also has directed that in- 
ternal revenue receipts be deposited with 
national bank depositories up to the par 
value of all bonds deposited, including the 
2 per cent bonds. 

Commenting upon the offer made in his 
circular, Secretary Gage said that the ac- 
tive movement of crops had begun 
throughout the country, and he did not 
desire that the treasury should absorb 
millions of dollars that might be in trade 
channels. The sub-treasuries in the west 
and south have been calling heavily for 
currency to move the crops and the 
amount sent so far is in excess of any 
year in the history of the treasury. 

The placing of additional money with 
the national bank depositories will divert 
about $5,000,000 from treasury vaults and 
put it into circulation. At the same time 


the purchase of $20,000,000 in bonds would | 


be a decided relief. The only question now 
is whether the offers to the secretary will 
be such as to induce him to purchase the 
amount he desires or any sum at all. The 
tendency in offers of this kind is to cause 
the prices of bonds to rise. Secretary 
Gage does not intend to pay above what 
the bonds are worth and will make no 
purchases if the offers indicate that the 
market priees are to be raised. 

Since the offer of the secretary last 
April, the treasury has purchased a total 
of about $20,000,000 in bonds and these 
have gone into the sinking fund, thereby 
lecreasing the interest payment of the 
government. The purchases have been 
made slowly, a few thousands on some 
days and some days reaching into the 
hundreds of thousands. 


NO PRIMARY {N KENTUCKY. 


Democratic Committee Refuses To 
Interfere in Senatorial Fight. 


Frankfort, Ky., September 10.—The dem- 
ocratic state and executive committees, 
by a vote of 11 to 7, today defeated the 
proposition to nominate a candidate for 
United States senator by a popular pri- 
mary election and referred the matter to 
the. next democratic state convention, 
which will meet in 1903. 

Former Governor McCreary and Judge 
James EB. Cantrill appeared before the 
committee and stated that they did not 
oppose the primary plan, but regarded 
it as impracticable. Congressmen Wheel- 
er and Smith, the other two candidates, 
favored it.

Chicago Markets Dull and Lower. 
The Stock Market Was Irreg- 
ular, Closing Heavy—Mon- 
ey Outlook Causes 
Uneasiness. 


New York, September 1!0.—The market for 
cotton futures opened easy with prices 6 to 9 
pointe lower under nervous selling for both ac- 
counts, started by weak cables from Liverpool 
and by European selling orders. Following <he 
call there was an additional decline with the 
trading level at lowest figures of the first hour, 
some 10 points under last night's close. sSen- 
timent was bearishly disposed owing to reports 
that spot cotton was being offered freely in 
the south and that receipts were due to rapidly 
increase from now on.

, Reports from the principal corn-producing 
States west of the ississippi river indicate 
that late corn is maturing rapidly and that 
cutting is in active progress in all sections, 
being nearly completed in some localities, Gen- 
erally favorable reports are received from states 
east of the Mississippi river, with the excep- 
tion of Illinois. 

The weather of the past week has been more 
favorable for cotton. This staple is opening 
rapidly in all sections, and picking is in gen- 
eral progress. Complaints of rust and shedding 
still continue, however, from the eastern and 
central districts of the cotton belt, and the 
top crop is short in Georgia and Florida, while 
reports of damage by boll worm are received 
from Mississippi and Louisiana. No improve- 
ment is noted in the late crop in Texas, it 
having stopped growing and blooming in the

W. E. Small & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, September 10.—A further decline 
in Liverpool carried the market back to the 
low level reached last Wednesday, This 
brought liquidation in the local market and 
before noon a new low figure had been recorded 
for January—7.62, as against 7.63 before. But 
7.62 at the moment is not as low as 7.63 was 
last week. The reaction was due after the 45 
point decline, Now the market has declined 
but 28 points, and there is a chance for a 
further decline before a reaction can be con- 
fidently looked for. As we said yesterday, the 
accident in Buaffalo has introduced a new ele- 
ment into the situation that should not be 
ignored.

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, September 10.—There was some 
uneasiness reflected in the stock market today 
over the money outlook, but it was resisted 
with a degree of success and was offset by 
other factors, the most notable and effective 
of which was the gratifying news of the con- 
tinued improvement of President McKinley at 
Buffalo. The market was palpably artificial 
to a degree, owing to the continued influence 
of the precautionary measures put in force after 
the attempted assassination of the president 
on Friday. These consisted of free buying on 
recessions with the sole purpose of stemming 
the tide of reaction and of the lending of 
money freely to keep down the rate. While 
vigorous support was offered the market upon 
any signg of reaction, it was also true that 
heavy offerings to realize met an advance in 
prices. The consequence was @ constantly vary- 
ing movement up and down which gave the 
market an exceedingly irregular appearance at 
all times, The closing was heavy and the ex- 
treme advances were much curtailed and in 
some cases entirely wiped out, Opinions differed 
widely as to the effects which would follow 
from the proposals of Secretary Gage for re- 
leasing government funds to the money mar- 
ket, It is the opinion that banking Interests 
will be able to command a sufficient block of 
government bonds for offer to the secretary on 
terms which he can accept to protect the money 
market from .any real cri But it is to be 
remembered that the offer for redemption of 
government bonds at a price fixed near to the 

value w been a 
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some time past with only a‘small lot of offer- 
ings of insignificance aga the. money market. 
The other part of the secretary’s offer to in- 
crease government deposits up to the par value 
of the government bonds left with the treas- 
ury as security tends to increase the disposi- 
tiun to hold the bonds and thus may diminish 
the offerings. The increase of government de- 
posits with the banks can only e out 
of future receipts on account of internal reve- 
nue which run rather less than a million dol- 
lars a day altogether. While a possible offset 
is thus provided against any stringency of 
money that would affect the commercial trans- 
actions of the country, there is some skepticism 
in the stock market whether the measure will 
insure borrowers on call who hold stocks for 
speculation against the calling of loans and 
forcing of liquidation to pay the loans, There 
was a hardening tendency of sterling exchange 
today also, with the rather easier rates for 
money here and the prospect of additional 
supplies which carried the intimation that it 
must be a substantial need for money which 
will bring gold from abroad yet, Payments on 
account for gold deposited at San Francisco 
and Seattle to the amount of $788,835 were 
made at the sub-treasury today, while $150,- 
000 was deposited for transfer to New Orleans, 
An early rumor of an extra dividend on St. 
Paul this week and a later one of a settlement 
of the steel strike were used with effect to 
support the market, the stocks most immediate- 
ly affected leading the advance on each occa- 
sion. The Pacifics, Amalgamated Copper and 
a number of junior Vanderbilts and minor rail- 
road stocks were also advanced sharply.

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COMPANIES MUST 
USE POLES JOINTLY 


Board of Electrical Control Makes Im- 
portant Ruling. 


HELD MEETING YESTERDAY. 


Agreed to Permit Power Company 
to Substitute Larger Poles for 
Trolley Poles to. Carry 
Its Electric Light 
Feeder Wires. 


During a meeting of the city board of 
electrical control yesterday it was de- 
cided to allow the Atlanta Railway and 
Power Company to substitute larger poles 
for its trolley poles on those streets in 
Atlanta not occupied by poles of other 
companies, for _the purpose of stringing 
the feed wires of its electric light sys- 
tem. 

This action, of course, only applies to 
those streets outside the inner ‘fire limits, 
The board in making this decision also 
reserved the right to allow any other 
company to use jointly such poles ds the 
Power company might substitute for its 
trolley wire poles. Permits in future will 
be issued with that understanding. On 
Streets where poles of other companies 
are located the Power company must ar- 
range to use such poles jointly with those 
companies.

The board also sustained City Electri- 
cian Harper in his decision that the Pow- 
er company should occupy jointly with 
the Standard Telephone Company the 
poles on East Baker street, between 
Courtland and Ivy, and along Ivy to the 
intersection of Peachtree street. On one 
side of Baker street are the poles of the 
Standard Telephone Company, while on 
the other are the poles of the Southern 
Bell Telephone and Telegraph Company, 
which are also occupied by the Georgia 
Electric Light Compatiy and the fésader 
wires of the Atlanta Rapid Transit Com- 
pany.
